LETTER Vs 

Provins, Thurf. Dec. 10, 1801. 
GIVE you the dite of this letter with 
great parade of circumftantiality, be- 
caule I fufpe&t it may not be right, and 
ou will thus have an opportunity to cor- 
rect it; the fact is, that I am not initiated 
into the myfteries of the new calendar ; 
and as the old one is obfolete in this coun- 
try, between the two I have almoft for- 

gotten how time goes. 

We have now left the capital of France, 
and are making rapid ftrides to Geneva : 
perhaps you will follow us on your map, 
where you will travel with much more 
eae, expedition, and fafety, than we can 
do on thefe unmerciful roads: with that 
in your hand, 

A river or a fea 


Will be to you a dith of tea, 
And a kingdom, bread and butter. 


Our plan is to pafs through Troyes and 
Dijon, to crofs the vaft chain of Mount 
Jura, and ftep over the little neck of 
Switzerland which divides France from 
Geneva; here we fhall remain no longer 
thanis neceflary to tranfaét our bufinefs,and 
thenreturn by a different road, if we can 
without materially lengthening our jour- 
ney, in order to fee as much of the coun- 
try as poflible; but affure yourfelf, that — 


“‘ Where’er I roam, whatever realms to fee, 
'y heart untravell’d fondly turns to thee; 
Still to my ** turns with ceafelefs pain, 
And drags at each remove a length’ning 
chain.” 
_ We fet off this morning at half after 
eight o'clock, having waited for the lath- 
mg on of the luggage a full hour and 
alf: our faithful courier, De Buck, ne- 
ver fuffers a trunk to be fattened on be- 
i j oe to-day we experienced the wif- 
= of his provifion, for the roughnefs of 
nay had fo loofened the cordage, that 
, N the trunks were within a very little 
“a " ground, when one of us obferved 
il ca cent time enough to prevent the 
the auence. [leave you to imagine 
ue Monortable congratulation we fhould 
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have made to each other, after a long 
day’s journey, at the lofs of our luggage, 
which, had it been placed behind inftead 
of before the carriage, would, in all pro- 
bability, have befallen us. 

I have once or twice hinted to you the 
great ulefulne’s of our courier: indeed we 
are exceedingly fortunate, and particularly 
fo, confidering the circumftances under 
which we engaged him; amidft the confu- 
fion and buftle of preparation for our 
journey we had abfolutely omitted to take 
any fteps towards procuring a travelling 
fervant, till the chaifes which took us the 
firft ftage for Dover were crdered to the 
door! We inftantly fent to two or three 
places, and in lefs than five minutes had 
two or three applications. Francois de 
Buck brought his credentials of good 
charaéter in his pocket, which we were 
lucky enough to have authenticated with- 
out any delay: we hired him on his own 
terms, which were fo moderate, that we 
felt no difpofition to abate him one fix- 
pence. 

De Buck is an extraordinary man, or I 
fhould not have introduced him to your 
acquaintance. He is a Swils by birth, 
and is about three or four-and-forty years 
of age: when quite a youth, he cultivated 

‘a fmall farm with fuccefs, and here he 
expected to eftablith himfelf for life with 
a young woman to whom he had been 
long and tenderly attached. His father, 
however, a fevere and determined man, 
_oppofed the conneétion, probably from 
prudential motives, and infifted that his 
fon fhould for ever break it off, or in- 
ftantly quit the farm, and be turned pen 


‘nylefson the world. The indignant youth 


Scorned the alternative; and as he could 
not enjoy the patrimonial inheritance of 
his father with the girl of his heart, he 
would not enjoy it without her. He pack- 
ed up as many cloaths as he could conve- 
niently carry on his thoulder, collected all 
the favings of his farm, which amounted 
to a confiderable fum, and fet off at the 
dead of night from his own houlfe, to 
which he has never fince returned! It was 
fome time before his family heard any 
thing of their loft fon; the latter, howe 
-ever, at length thought proper to acquaint 
them with his fituation and his fchemes ; 


he has kept up an occafional correfpon- 
3x - dence 
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dence fince, and has it in contemplation 
to pay them a vifit in the courfe of the 
enfuing fummer. 

The young adventurer engaged himfelf 
as valet to a gentleman who was then 
going abroad, and demeaned himfelf with 
fuch propriety, as to obtain from him a 
valuable recommendation when he quitted 
his fervice: his paffion for travelling has 
increafed with his opportunities for in- 
dulging it, and he ftates himfelf to have 
refufed feveral very tempting offers of fet- 
tlement which his patrons (many cf them 
perfons of rank) have made him in con- 
fideration of his fervices. He has been 
fortunate in his mafters, and fays, that he 
has acquired a competence, with which 
he is now in a fituation to retire from bu- 
Jfinefs whenever he may be difpofed. He 
has repeatedly travelled over almoft every 
country in Europe, and has refided for‘a 
confiderable time in the WeftIndies. There 
is fcarcely a living language with which 
he is not acquainted: he fpeaks Englifh, 
French, and Italian; High Dutch, Low 
Dutch, Spanifh, German, and Ruffian, 


and can converfe with a wild Irifhman or 


Scotch Highlander in his own tongue. 
With this jatgon in his head, it is not to 
be fuppofed that he fhould trouble himfelf 
much with grammatical refinements: in 
Short, though he {peaks every language he 
does not underftand one, not having any 
which he can call hisown; and it is no 
uncommon thing with him to begin a fen- 
tence in one language, and finifh it in 
another. 

De Buck is a tall athletic man; alive, 
patient, or rather ignorant of fatigue: he 
is extremely attentive and obliging, and 
we have every reafon to believe him moft 
{crupuloufly honeft—in one word, he is a 
very valuable fervant.* 

The country over which we have tra. 
velled to-day is very generally cultivated : 
it is almoft a dead flat, uninterfeéted by a 
fingle hedge; an immenfe breadth of wheat 
is growing, but it is almoft every where 
fodden with water. If the French can 
grow crops with their prefent carelefs cul-

Lroyes, Dec. 11.—Sixty miles on the 
pave yefterday had well nigh diflocated 
every bone in our frames, and I wa 
heartily glad to ftretch my limbs between 
the theets: indeed I forefee that it wi) 
not be in my power to devote much time 
to you till we get toGeneva. We bresk- 
faft early, and from the time that we enter 
the carriage ftop not for refrethment till 
we have reached the end of our day's 
journey: a good dinner and a bottle of 
Burgundy have then a very foothing and 
foporific influence. The face of the 
country to-day is very much the fame 
with that we had already pafled over: here 
is an immenfity of young wheat, much of 
which looks flourifhing. We fee no ftock 
except a few fheep, no turnips or winter 
food of any fort: no’corn-ftacks! Thirty 
miles in any corn-county of England would 
exhibit to a traveller more corn-ftacks 
than the three hundred which we have 
travelled in the interior of France. [ 
cannot conjecture where the depofitories of 
corn are, or where the live ftock is, for here 
certainly can be no deficiency of either. 
We fee but few barns, and remark an ex- 
treme rarity of farm-houfes! We are com- 
pelled, therefore, to form a very inade- 
quate idea of the population of France, 
which here is apparently thinner than that 
of England. ‘The proportionate popule- 
tion even of Paris itlelf appears to be 
much lefs than that of London : no fireels 
in the former place exhibit fuch a crowd: 
ed fcene as Cheapfide, Ludgate-bill, Flee 
ftreet, and the Strand. When we mae

nial to get out of the chaife. Since 
«left the pavé, the roads have been ex- 
erably bad, really dangerous : we have 
one many a mile this day at only a foot- 
pace, the carriage pitching and heaving 
recifely as if fhe had been at fea; with 
all our ballaft, we could not always keep 
her from going gunnel-to—however we 
are brought fate to anchor for the: pre- 
ent. : 
Laft night T left you at Troyes, which 
we entered by moon-light ; the mafly 
gateways, and the deep-yawning fofle, 
produced, as we pafled over the draw- 
bridge, a very ftriking effect. Troyes, I 
fhould imagine, is a very large and popu- 
lous city. Being detained there this 
morning two or three hours by our car- 
riage, which, as ufual, wanted fome little 
reparation after the fatigue of the day, 
R—— and myfelf walked about the town. 
It was market-day, and we both agreed 
that we had never feen a market more ex- 
tenfive or more plentifully fupplied; it 
abounded, literally abounded, with pigs, 
turkeys, geefe,chickens, partridges, {nipes, 
woodcocks, ducks, larks, and vegetables 
of every defcription. All the domeftic 
animals are brought to market alive, and 
the confufion of noifes is enough to dif- 
trat one. The price of pork is five 
fols (24d. Englith) per pound ; but. the 
animals are generally in fuch a poor con- 
dition that they would not have been 
fileable in England for the purpofe of 
immediate flaughter, Mutton we often 
taite that is extremely delicate and fine, 
hor is there any reafon to find fault, with 
the beef, which is fattened with oil-cake : 


feeing a large quantity of this in the mar-- 


ket, and not knowing what it was, we en- 
quired of a fales-woman, who told us 
that it was pour donner aux befliaux. 

All travellers through France, prior to 
the Revolution, have noticed the extreme 
{Carcity of game: the laws were then ri- 
£°r0us to excels for the prefervation of it. 
Thete laws have for fome years been abo- 
lihed, and game abounds: the fuccefs of 
an experiment, made on fo large a fcale, 
wan furely prompt the Britith legifla-

gers: they were drefled very neatly, and 
the fcene was altogether lively and amuf- 
inge Two quack-doétors (we have feea 
feveral of thefe aflaffins in France) were 
vending their villainous drugs in one of 
thefe crowded ftreets ; in another was a 
delinquent, his arms pinioned, expofed to 
public fhame, on an elevated f{caffold : this 
inftrument of punifhment is fomething like 
our pillory; that is to fay, it contents it- 
felf with difgracing the offender, without 
inflicting on him any corporal pain. On. 
this fcaffold was placed a chair, and on 
the chair was feated the down-caft cul- 
prit, with a paper, ftating, in large letters, 
his name and offence, which was, that he 
had ftolen money from one of his com- 
rades. JI withed from my heart, that I 
could have placed oa each fide of the poor 
fellow one of thofe deteftable pefts of fo- 
ciety, thofe infamous empirics, whom we 
had juft heard haranguing the deluded 
populace, and that I could have there 
made them fwallow a copious dofe of 
their own unantidoted poifon. | 
To-day we have paffed through very 
extenfive vineyards: I am furprifed to 
fee the plants flourifh on a foil, which, to 
the fuperficial glance, prefents the very 
picture of poverty: J fhould jut as foon 
have expected the turnpike-road, or a 
hungry gravel pit, to have yielded mea 
crop, as the ftoney furface of thefe hills. 
The river Seine has accompanied us 
all the way from Paris; and its waters 
are fo high, that the corn-lands and vine- 
yards are overflowed for many acres toged 
ther. Our road to-day has frequently 
been raifed five-and-twenty and thirty feet 
above the natural level of the land: here 
is-no fence of any fort, and the pottilions, 
to avoid the beaten road, drive fearfully’ 
near the edge. But thefe fellows are the 
bett whips I ever fat behind in my lifes 
one is quite aftonifhed at the dexte~ 
rity with which they wind among the 
frequent holes and ftones which lie in their 
way. We have always found them par- 
ticularly careful of the carriage, and civil 
to ourfelves; the French pott- boys, indeed, 
are under the immediate infpeétion of go- 
vernment: they wear a livery and badge 
of their office, and a complaint lodged at 
Paris would foon find its way to any one 
in the remotelt department. They are, 
moreover, not only deterred from behav- 
ing ill by the fear of punifhmeat, but 
they are encouraged to behave well by a 
pofitive reward: every one who has dri- 
ven dufing the term of twenty years, 
without havitg had any well-founded com- 
~X2 ““piaint 
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plaint lodged againft him, is entitled to a 
penfidn of not lefs than 150 nor more than 
200 francs. Aétuated by this double 
motive, the poft-boys here are far more 
civil, and lefs diffatisfied, than they are 
in England. 

Dijon, Dec. 14.—We feem to have 
taken leave of the ‘* vine-covered hills 
and gay regions of France,’ having tra- 
velled this day a much more rocky, moun- 
tainous, and uncultivated region, than 
any we had hitherto pafled: with fix 
horfes, we have not been able to average 
four milesand a half an hour! That it 
fhould not be the fafhion here to travel 
for mere pleafure, is not to be wondered 
at: to whatever perfe&tion the arts and 
{ciences may be carried in this country, 
the French are very far hehind us in the 
common: conveniences and delicacies of 
Jife. A man has very little chance of 
ge*ting a comfortable dinner here, unlefs 
he brings his knife in his pocket : even at 
Paris, you are not fuppofed to want more 
than one at a meal, although you cannot 
dine without dirtying half-a-dozen plates. 
A knife is never fharpened from the day 
it comes from the cutler’s to the day of 
its deftruction—to wipe it is thought 
abundantly fufficient: we have frequently 
been obliged to call for knives after the 
dinger was broughtup. At Chatillon,we 
afked the two girls who were waiting, to 
bring us fome—** 4h, Monfieur! quatre 
couleaux—Oui, oui’*—and each of them 
immediately pulled out of her pocket two 
dirty well-heated clafp-knives, and, wip- 
ing them with their aprons, with the ut- 
moft good humour offered us the accom- 
modation, which we very gracioufly ac- 
cepted. 

The French are, in many refpeéts, a 
very nafty people: their cabinets d’aifance, 
as they are called by a moft violent mif- 
nomer, are of all peftilent places the moft 
horrible and offenfive: a traveller, how- 
ever, may reft perfectly affured, that at 
the end of his day’s journey he will find 
plenty of clean linen, comprehending 
fheets, table cloths, napkins, and towels ; 
good bread, good coffee, good milk, good 
wine, and good cookery ; together with 
{prightly, good-humoured countenances 
among the girls who wait upon him. 

Our journey this day would have been 
delightiul in fummer-time: the road fre- 
quently twined between ‘two friendly 
mountains, and led the eye along a lovel 
vale, watered by the infant Seine, which, 
like the God: of Labours,, gives evidence 
of his future ftreng’h even in the cradle. 
We have’ travelled along the banks of the 
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ican Spr at nm i 
mF wherever we fee it, 
yefterd ay itevidently diminithed in bread} 
this morning more fo, and More {o and 
more fo as we proceeded, and we were 
curious to trace its fources, and dete its 
head, which we certainly did between 
Chanceaux and St. Seine: within the 
{pace of fix or eight miles, five hundred 
little rills from the mountains rippled 
down their fides, and colleged into a 
ftream, which, riotous as it was, apj 
fo narrow, that one might ‘almot have 
{prong over it —this was tie Seine, 

Since our arrival here; we-havelearned 
that it is impoffible to proceed to Geneva, 
that much fhow has fallen, from the meit. 
ing of which the Lake lias overflowed: its 
banks, and rendered accefs to it extremely 
dangerous: thefe fort of tales are invent- 
ed in order to delay us: we certainly hall 
not ftop till we are forced to it. 

Dole, Dec. 14.—I really begin to ful 
pect there may be fome truth in our land. 
lord’s report: we have hitherto had de. 
lightful weather—clear and ferene—till

and vexation, the ground was covered with 
fnow! If the winter fets in, the roads 
mutt furely be impaflable, as they are 
every thing but that already.

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day before yefterday, a French rawr f tr9e 
verted part of the mountain, returne in Gils 
appointment, and this morning {et off by 
the circuitous route of Bourge, which we 
mut purfue at the expence of two extra 
days. Travelling improves upon us: we 
were this day four long hours in coming 
seven thort miles, and of courfe had abun- 
dant leifure for enjoying the beauties of 
thecountry. Oxenare here very common- 
ly ufed for draught; yefterday they made 
their fit appearance to us: they are 
yoked by the horns, and I can hardly con- 
ceive a more uneafy mode of management 
for the poor animals, who cannot walk 
with their natural gait, or hold their heads 
in their natural pofition. Indian corn is 
grown here on a confiderable fcale, and 
the eaves of the houfes in feveral of the 
villages through which we have pafled, 
project ten or twelve feet from the plane of 
the walls. You will fmile at my coupling 
two fuch remarks as thefe, but they are 
not fo unconnected as you may imagine : 
when the corn is cut, it is tied up in 
bunches, and fufpended from light ihr ete 
horizontally placed, under the fhelter of 
thefe eaves, where it remains in a ftate of 
progreffive deficcation—~it is a hard word, 
but I hope you will excufe it—till it is re- 
quired for ufe. From this circumftance 
ot publicly expofing their corn, one au- 
gurs favourably of the honefty of the peo- 
ple: if thus expofed in England, I doubt 
there is too much reafon to fear, that half 
or it would be ftolen the firft night. 

The firt view of Mont Jura, on the 
road from Mont fous Voudrais to Poligny, 
is very ftriking: from eafy, though very 
lofty, eminences, the eye is all at once led 
along a vaft femi-circular chain of hills, a 
mighty amphitheatre of mountains, whofe 
declivity is naked and abrupt. Thefe 
mountains were covered with fnow, the

oligny, Being obliged to take the cir- 
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cuit of Bourge en Brefle, we: determined 
to make a grand puth. On Wednefday 
therefore, as there was but little fow oa 
the ground, and that was frozen fo as to 
improve the roads, by having filled the 
ruts, we were in the carriage very early, 
and did not ftir foot out of it till the clock 
ftruck ten at night, when we found ours 
felves at Bourge, a diftance of about fixtys 
three miles from Poligny. No preparas 
tion was made for us, as De Buck could 
{carcely get his ftumbling bidet along the 
road, We did not fit down to dinner till 
half paft eleven o'clock, after which we 
enjoyed our Burgundy till one, and I felt 
no difpofition to ule my pen and ink, 
Leaving Mont Jura, we bore a little off 
from the mountains, and the road wound 
by the fide of them at a confiderable dif. 
tance during almoft the whole of that 
day’s journey, which, though a very fa- 
tiguing, was a very delightful one; the 
form of the bills varying with every turn 
of the wheel, and the ftriking oppofition 
of deep fhade and brilliant light, torcibly 
contrafted by the fun-beams, which were 
refleS&ted from large maffes of unfullied 
{now, added much tothe romantic richnefg 
of the feenery. Here and there, on fome 
feemingly inacceffible precipice, ftand the 
tottering ruins of an ancient caftle, and 
in the vallies are {prinkled frequent vil- 
lages, on both of which the imagination 
may repofe with pleafure ; the difmantled 
towers, and the proftrate itrength of the 
one, may be contemplated with no lefs 
complacency, than the prefent fecurity and 
fnugne!’s of the other. On afcending fome 
of thefe hills, the horizon was only bound 
ed by the weaknefs of man’s vifion, which 
could penetrate no farther; thefe are not 
views which delight me: one is bewilder- 
ed by the confufion and diminutivenefs of 
the objects, but I particularly remember, 
that twice, when we were on no very lofty 
ground, the landfcape was exceffively 
beautiful. I fulpect there was an optical 
deception in the cafe : the valley below us 
appeared to be of a concave fhape, and in 
whichever dire&tion the eye extended it- 
flf, the diftant ground feemed gently to 
rife, and as the {phere of vifion was not 
large, the effect was extremely pleaf- 
ing. Towards evening, the air being 
clear and frofty, we had ‘a fine view of the 
fetting-fun 5 but a fun fet among the 
Alps! who is to defcribe it?) A man's 
en muft be dipped in the rich colours 
which adorn the fky, and play reflected on 
the mountains: the fcene 1s enly to be

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in, but content myfelf with fimply ftating, 
that the predominant colour, fometimes 
faint and fometimes ftrong, is that grey 
mifty purple, which has fometimes been 
reprefented with confiderable truth and ef- 
fect upon the canvas. 

From Bourge, we proceeded, amidft a 
thick inow,towardsNantua. Oxen are more 
and more abundantly ufed in draught as we 
come nearer to Genéve : the carts which 
are ufed for the carriage of goods are, I 
fhould imagine, not above two-thirds fo 
wide, and certainly two-thirds longer, 
than thofe of England. Like the caravans 
over the Great Defert, they travel in large 
companies ; we frequently meet fixteen, 
eighteen, twenty of. thefe long-backed 
carriages ina ftring together, each drawn 
by a fingle horfe, with about half-a-dozen 
drivers attending them. This mode is 
probably adopted by the carmen, that 
either may render affiftance to the other in 
cafe of accident: where the road is fo 
bad, that a fingle horfe is unequal to the 
draught, we have more than once feen two 
er three unyoked from the neighbouring 
carts, and added to that which is in dif- 
trefs: the others, in their turn, receive 
the fame affiitance. Villages now became 
more thickly {cattered around us, and po- 
pulation obvioufly increafed. 

The road from Bourge to Nantua lies 
through the village of Cerdon, where we 
changed horles, and were informed, that 
as a heavy mountain was before us, extra 
cattle would be neceflary. We had no 
fooner left the village, than we began to 
aicend ; and the impreffion which this moft 
perilous of all roads made on my mind, 
no time or circumftance I think can ef- 
face. The aicent was oftentimes fo fteep, 
that had any of the horfes refufed dratt, 
or made a falfe ftep, the carriage mutt 
have run backwards till fome piece of 
rock had overturned it into the gulph be- 
low ; the road, which muft have been cut 
with great labour up the fide of the moun- 
tain, although in fome places wide enough 
for two carriages to pafs, frequently (per- 
haps in confequence of the drifted fnow), 
did not leave us above two feet on either 
fide of the wheels ; nor is there the flight. 
eft defence againft the precipice ; fcarcely 
a itone or a buth to mark the limits of {e- 
curity ! It may give you fome faint inade- 
quate idea of this monitrous range of crags, 
that when to appearance we had afcended 
half way of their vifible altitude, the loft 
timbers which we had left in the valley were 
almoft loft upon us ; we looked over them, 
and they were reduced to little tufts of 
brufh-weod, while the larch, which co- 
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vered part of the hill on the 
of the vale, appeared ike te 
maiden’s bair ot the meadow, Ah 
looking down this dreadful and immediat 
declivity, fo diftant-that all was contufon 
we turned our eyes ‘upwards, and the 
naked over-hanging rocks feemed ot to 
have loft one inch of their height. fince 
we had begun to afcend them: the iow 
was drifted againft the edge of ‘the precis 
pice—had the wheel touched its treacher. 
ous furface, inftant and inevitable de. 
ftruétion mutt have enfued. After we had 
fcaled Mont Cerdon, the road ran amo 
hills and vallies ;° but the evening fell fag 
upon us, and probably relieved our eyes 
from the fight of fimilar dangers, As 
the moon rofe, I recollect remarking the 
contra{t between the black rocks which 
feemed to enclofe us. on every fide, and an 
extenfive level furface of what appeared to 
be turf, lying at a confiderable dittance 
immediately under our feet. There was 
a ferenity and peacefulnefs {pread over the 
lawn that were uncommonly ftriking, and 
we were furprifed that no hut was peep- 
ing out to enjoy them. After a time our 
furprife fubfided, for defcending the moun- 
tain, we heard the rippling water ; and the 
moon increafing its light, thewed us, that 
what we had miftaken fcr grafs, wasa 
lake, along the fide of which we had been 
inconfcioufly travelling. We much rt. 
gretted, being fo unfortunate as to pais 
the Lac de Cerdon in the night time ; but 
at feven o’clock, we reached Nantua, and 
forgot our regret at the Hotel d’ Angle- 
terre, one of the cleaneft, and in every re 
{pet the moft comfortable inn, that we 
have found in the courfe of the journey.

below is a deep and narrow vale, watered 
by the dark-blue Rhone, in its way to 
Lyons, where the Saone joins it, and 
whence the united rivers run into the Me- 
diterranean. Among thefe rocks, com- 
manding a great part of the valley, but 
ithlf commarded by fuperior eminences, 
fands the fortrefs, which, till lately, di- 
vided France from the independent repub- 
lic of Genéve.

You will not infer, from this voluntary 
acknowledgment of the aftonifhing capa- 
city and mental acquirements of an indi- 
vidual, that the French nation is refpeé- 
ed here, or that that individual himfelf, in 
his political charaéter, is an object of 
efteem. Truly, no. The Genevans hate 
the French: thefe latter are invariably de- 
tefted, abhorred, abominated, and—you 
may complete the fentence with any other 
word, if you can find one more expreffive 
of antipathy. To the Englifh, on the 
contrary, they are extremely attached; 
at any rate, they pretend to be fo, anda 
compliment is certainly due to their po-

* Bonaventura Cavalleri was born at Mi- 
lanin 1593, and entered, at an early age, 
into the orderof the Hieronomians. Having 
been fent by his fuperiors to Pifa, to profit 
by the advantages which that univerfity ther 
auurded, he ftudied the mathematics, in order 
to Keep his mind free from melancholy, and 
to afford him fume amufement under the 
pala of the gout, which began to attack him,

Ordinary man fall into the like. His edifice 
of Vortices, like the philofophy of Ariftotle, 
has been demolifhed by the efforts of his fuc- 
ceflors ; and his fyflem concerning the nature 
of animals, in which he faw no principle fu- 
perior to mechanifm, is at prefent rejeéted. 
But, if we do not always find truth in the 
works of Defcartes, we are at no lofs to trace 
evident marks of genius. That philofopher 
was a profound thinker, and fpent his life 
in folitude. In vain did Cardinal Riche- 
liev, in the name of the King, offer him 
important pofts: he preferred his retite- 
ment to the flavery of honours. Yet, yield- 
ing to the urgent folicitations of Queen Chrif- 
tina, who wifhed to fee and converfe with 
him, he repaired to Stockholm. But the 
hours of their interviews were not regulated 
by the rules of Defcartes. That great man, 
born with a weak conftitution, which was 
rendered ftill more delicate by his cuftom of 
meditating in bed, then rofe every morning 
at five o'clock, notwithfanding the rigours 
of the climate, and repaired to the library of 
Chriftina. A defuétion on the lungs termi- 
nated his days, on the 13th of February, 
1650. In 1667, his corpfe was brought to 
France, and is now depofited in the Pantheon. 


* Peter Fermat was born at Thouloufe in 
1590, and died in 1665. Having been as cone 
verfant in the ancient geometry as in the mo- 
dern analyfis, he has rendered almoft as great 
fervices to the mathematics as Velgartes, 
The accurate fciences were not the fole oc- 
cupation of Fermat, for he alfo profeeutec 
literature with fuccefs. He had a perfect 
knowledge of Greek, and feveral modern 
languages were familiar to him. Having 
been a counfellor in the parliament of Thou- 
loufe, he knew how to reconcile the ftudy ot 
the mathematics with that of the laws, and 
difcharged, with equal affiduity, learning, and 
zeal, the great duties which his ftation called 
upon him to perform. 


+ Blaife Pafcal, born at Clermont, in Au- 
vergne, on the 1gth of June 1623, an- 
nounced almoft in his cradle the great genius 
which he afzerwards exhibited. Froma hm- 
ple mathematical definition, he difcovered by 

egrees, and by the unaided force of his un- 
derftanding, that the three angles of every 
triangle are together equal to two right ane 
gles, which is 32 FE. 1. At 16 years: of age 
Pafcal compofed a Tra&t on the Conic Sec- 
tions, which was looked upon as a prodigy of 
fagacity. Scarcely had he attained his nine- 
teenth year, when he invented the famous 
arithmetical machine which bears his name, 
and by which all fyrts of operations in num- 
3X bers 
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val*. No fooner was the cycloid known 
than it excited difputes among geometti- 
cians. The firft idea of that remarkable 
curve feemed to have occurred to Galileot.

vers may be performed by the ufe of the 
eyes and hands alone. Shortly afterwards 
his experiments decided the opinions of phi- 
lofophers refpe€ting the weight of the air. He 
invented the Arithmetical Triangle, and the 
Elements of the Arithmetic of Probabilities. 
All thefe labours ruined the health of Paf- 
cal, Bodily weaknefs forced him to fufpend 
all mental exertions, and to enter ona courfe 
of a moderate exercife, One day, in the 
month of Oftober 1654, as he was going to 
the bridge of Neuilly, in a chariot and four, 
the two foremoft horfes ran away clofe to a 
precipice, where there was no parapet, down 
which they rufhed into the Seine, Fortu- 
nately they broke the traces by their firft 
effort, and left the chariot ftanding on the 
very brink of the precipice, This accident 


‘fo much difturbed the brain of Pafcal, that 


ever after he imagined there was an abyfs on 
his left hand. He wholly renounced the 
world, and retired to the Abbey of Port 
Royal. The regular life which he led in 
that retreat, procured him very long inter- 
vals of health, during which he wrote the 
Provincial Letters, one of the moft perfeét 
works which exift in the French language. 
For many years Pafcal relinquifhed all purely 
human fciences. Having been tormented by 
a moft fevere tooth-ach, which almoft wholly 
deprived him of reft, he fought in intenfe 
application the means of mitigating his pain ; 
and the difcoveries which he then made in 
the cycloid are, even at the prefent day, 
reckoned among the greateft efforts of the 
human mind. Pafcal died at Paris on the 


19th of Auguft, 1662, inthe 39th year of 
his age. 


* Gilles Perfonne de Roberval was born 
in 1602, at Roberval, a village in the diocefe 
of Beauvais. He had fome tharp difputes 
with Defcartes, whofe enemy he always was. 
Although Roberval was an able geometrician, 
he did not poffefs the art of clearly exprefling 
his ideas. Hedied in November, 1675. 


t Galileo was bornat Pifa, in 1564. His 
father, Vincent Galilei, a noble Florentine, 
gave him an extraordinary education, delizn- 
ing him for the ftudy of medicine; but the 
impulfe of nature made him a mathematician, 
and he occupied, for 38 years, a profeflor’s 
chair at Padua, from which the Grand Duke 
of Tufcany removed him, in order to fettle 
him in his territories. Galileo rendered great 
fervices to aftronomy and mechanics, and h’s 
difcoveries confirmed the fyftem of Coperni- 
cus. Every one knows what a deteftable per- 
fecution Galileo endured on that occafion, 
from the odious tribunal of the Inquifition. 
That great man, at the age 70, was cone

t the age of 13, young Huy- 
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66. About the fame time, the Low 
Countries produced Gregory Saint Vin- 
cent*, a geometrician, who acquired great 
reputation by his work on the Quadrature 
of the Circle. In purfuing this chimera, 
which he could not attain, he reaped an 
ampie harveit of new truths and important 
difcoveries. Huygens publicly refuted 
the pretended quadrature, and having been 
then very.young, he foon afterwards took 
a more elevated flight, and the moft diffi- 
cult problems became the objeét of his 
labours. In contemplating the logarith- 
mic curve, the firft idea of which was 
given by Edmund Guntert+, the contempo- 
rary of Briggst, Huygens found that the 
tangent of that curve is a conftant quan- 
tity. Heafterwards invented the Theory 
of the Evolutes of Curves, which will al- 
ways be regarded as one of the moft im- 
portant difcoveries in geometry, and which 
conducted the author to that fine property 
of the cycloid, namely, that its evolute is 
a cycloid equal to the firft; but, placed in 
a contrary direétion, and that at every 
point the radius of the evolute is equal to 
double the correfponding chord of the ge- 
nerating circle. 

67. It was by help of the ancient me- 
thods, that the geometricians made the 
difcoveries of which we have hitherto been 
fpeaking. But the means by which they 
effected {uch great things were infufficient 
to elevate them to more fublime fpecula- 
tions, and to enable them to difentangle 
more complicated relations. The aid of 
the modern analyfis was neceflary to enable 
them to overcome with facility difficulties 
which were infurmountable by the ordi- 
nary methods.

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63. The analytic art remained for fome 
time in the ftate in which Vieta left it. 
The fit fteps in its farther improvement 
were made by Harriot*, who fimplified the 
notation of the French analyft, by intro- 
ducing the ufe of fmall letters inttead of 
capitals. Harriot firft thought of carrying 
all che terms of an equation to one fide, 
fo as to make the whole expreflion equal 
to nothing; and hence every value, pofi- 
tive or negative, which, when fubftituted 
for the unknown quantity and its powers, 
in fuch an equation, makes it equal to 
nothing, will be the value, or one of th 
values, of that unknown quantity. Ia 
fine, Harriot made the important obferva- 
tion, that all equations of many dimen- 
fions may be contidered as the produéts of 
equations of one dimention, ‘This man- 
ner of viewing the generation of equations 
makes it evident, that, in every equation, 
the unknown quantity hath as many va- 
Jues as thereare units in the index in its 
higheft and characterifing dimenfion. 

69. Such are nearly all the difcoveries 
with which Harriot enriched analyfis. But 
no geometrician has contributed fo much 
to its progrefs as Defcartes. He firft 
fhewed how to mark with numerical expo- 
nents the powers to which the fame letter 
urifes by repeated multiplications, To 
him we owe our knowledge of the nature 
and ufe of negative roots. He taught us 
that thole roots, which were rejected as 
uftlels by preceding analyfis, are as real 
as politive roois; that, like them, they 
ferve to folve a problem, and that be- 
tween pofitive and negative roots there is 
no difference but inthe manner of confi- 
dering the quantities which they repre- 
fent. 

70. Defcartes is alfo the author of rhat 
fine rule, which, in an equation all whofe 
roots are real, fhews us how to determine, 
by the bare infpeétion of the figns, the 
number of pofitive and of negative roots 
belonging to. that equation. He is alfo 
the imventor of the method of ufing in- 
ceterminate co-efficients, which is of great 
importance, and much ufed, in the theory 





* Thomas Harriot was born at Oxford in 
1560, and diedin 1621.

7z. But of all the dilcoveries of Def. 
cartes, that which gave him the mot fatis. 
faction, and appeared to him the mof uf 
ful, was his general rule for drawing tan. 
gents tocurves. ‘To determine the tan. 
gents, he has left us two ingenious me. 
thods, founded on the tame principle. 

73. Before Defcartes pubsithed his Gee 
ometry, Fermat was in pofleflion of ame 
thod of determining the Maxima and Mi 
nima, By means of this method, ‘it was 
eafy to draw tangents to curves, by coni. 
dering a tangent as a fecant, and by mak- 
ing the interval between the ordinates, 
correfponding to the points of interfection, 
to vanifh. From hence there remained 
but one ttep to the Differential Calculus; 
but Fermat was not the man who made it, 
We may obferve, by the way, that Fer- 
mat made deep difcoveries in the theory 
of prime numbers, and that he invettigated 
feveral fine properties of figurate pum 
bers, while Pafcal was penetrating deeply 
into their nature by means of his arithme- 
tical triangle. : . 

74. The Geometry of Defcartes did 
not meet with an univerfal good reception. 
Roberval ftrove to deprefs it; but De 
Baume*, Schootent; Huddel, Van Hew 
raets, &c. fupperted it with zeal; and «t- 
deavoured to difplay all its merit.

77. Hudde applied himfelf particularly 
to the analyfis of equations. One of his 
two letters, inferted in the Commentary of 
Schooten, contains a very ingenious me- 
thod for difcovering whether an equation 
of any dimenfion has equal roots, and for 
determining thofe roots. In the fame 
itters we find Hudde’s methods of 
drawing tangents to curves, and of invel- 
tigating the Maxima and Minima. 

78. Van Heuraet, by purfuing the ana- 
lyis of Detcartes, recommended. himielf 
tunotice, by his invention for rectifying 
acurve. In this, however, he was anti- 
cipated by the Englith geometrician Neil, 
who had ditcovered fome years before the

SIR, 
HE narrow limits of the humaa un- 
} deritanding are never more apparent 
than in the predictions of eminent men, 
Hume and Bolingbroke are names diftin. 
guifhed for attainments and fagacity ; 
but when they attempted, by virtue of 
thofe attainments and that fagacity, to 
penetrate into futurity, they afforded us a 
proof of the infufficiency of human wif- 
dom to the tatk they undertook. Long 
before the national debt had accumulated 
to its prefent gigantic fize, thele philofo- 
phers inform us, that the government 
would be deftroyed, and the country in 
ruins. A train of followers, little lefs 
refpe€table than they, have predicted the 
fame thing, and live to view, with aftoe 
nifhment, the Dedt and the Taxes in con- 
nection with the /Zability of the government, 
and the tranquallity of the country. In the 
times of Bolingbroke and Hume, the re- 
fources which England fhould draw from 
Eaft and the Weit Indies, the riches which 
fhe fhould derive from taking the lead in 
Europe in mechanical invention, and the 
application of that invention to the pur- 
poles of manufactures and commerce, 
could not be forefeen. Thefe philofophers 
faw, and could in fome degree eltimate, 
the produttive powers of Britith indaftry; 
but that induftry has received aids which 
they did not live to contemplate. Even 
their followers, who live to fee whatever 
is to be feen in the complex mechanilm of 
Britifh profperity, have been dazzled and 
confounded by its fplendour and magni- 
tude, fo as to believe that all was artif- 
cial and delufive. You talk of your profs 
perity, fay they, and yet the nation is in 
debt totheamount of more than five hundred 
millions! The nation is in debt. To whom? 
To berfelf. ‘This is the grand fecret why 
fhe is profperous, and yet thus involved. 
It isa fast which is admitted by all par- 
ties, that the balance of debt between 
England and all other countries 1s in her 
favour. Other countries are indebted ta 
England a fum infinitely fuperior to that 
which fhe owes to them, Europe and 
America trade with the capital of England, 
and owe her a balance of ineitimable 
amount. This fact, which, when tated, 
will not be queitioned, is yet lo feldom 
! adveried 
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adverted to, that, in general eftimation, 
England is finking under the heavy load 
of her debt, whilft the United States of 
America, and fome of the principal ftates 
of Europe, are reprefented as free from 
juch an incumbrance, profperous, and hap- 
py. Leaving the account of the general 
debts of nations out of the queftion 
(which, however, are exclufively impor- 
tant in the difcuflions of their relative 
profperity), let us attcnd for a moment to 
the amount of cur debt to foreign na- 
tions, and individuals who belong to and 
refide in other countries, as far as the na- 
ticnal funds are concerned. In this refpeét 
has our national debt been increafed in the 
laft ten years? This, which fome will 
confidently deny, all ought to doubt. It 
would be productive of fome advantages 
to this country, if Government fheuld in- 
ftitute an enquiry into this faét, and tell 
us the a&tual amount of our debt, the inte- 
reft of which pafles immediately into other 
countries. Is it forty millions? I have 
been told with confidence, that it does 
not nearly amount to that fum. Call it 
forty millions. Then; in ftriét truth, 
England is forty millions in debt, and not 
five hundred and fifty millions. But it 
will not impoverifh and exhauft our coun- 
try to pay the intereft of forty millions, 
even of five per cents. Five hundred 
millions ! How can England raife taxes to 
pay the intereft of fuch a fum? The an- 
fwer is at hand. From the debt the derives 
the power to pay the intereft it demands 
from her. Let not this affertion be deem- 
ed paradoxical. I have ftated that Eng- 
Jand is indebted five hundred millions to 
ferjelf. Does not this explain the whole 
myflery? Ithink it does. The taxes are 
the rivers which {well the ocean ; the ocean 
again, in clouds, returns the water to the 
rivers which feed it. Amongft the indi- 
viduals who are taxed, the national credi- 
tors are numerous, thole pay back part of 
dividends which they receive, to receive the 
money again in dividends at the end of the 
1ext half year. Do you nowatk,what evil then 
is there ina national debt thus circumftan- 
ced, whatever beitsamount? T anfwer,many 
and great evils refult from fuch a national 
debt; but that an inability to pay the inte- 
rett is not oneof thete. Sucha debtincreafes 
the number of the luxurious and unpro- 
ductive clais—renders Government more 
delpotic, by multiplying its agents and de. 
pencent:, as well as by making poflible 
revolutions more generally dreaded —tfolters 
a f{pirit of gambling and adventure in the 
country, and tends to deprefs the labo- 
mous clailes below their proper level in 
fociety, as has been pointed out in a fore

N a letter, which I have juft finite, 
if addrefled to my—— I have informed 
you of the receipt of yours of June 16th, 
and September 13th, and not being able 
to finifh in a fingle fheet, 1 thought it 
better to form a diftiné letter of another, 
that you may with greater probability ie. 
ceive one. I was giving you fome at- 
count of our Seminary, agreably to your 
requeft.

A motion for a new road was 
brought forward in the affembly lat fel- 
fion, but was rejected, on the pretence 
that the burden would fall too heavily on 
their condituents. We are now attempt- 
ing it by voluntary fubfcription, have 
obtained fublcriptions to the amount of 
1700 dellars, and have actually contracted 
to have a 100 feet wide waggon-road 
opened from hence to the Virginia fettle- 
ments, by the firft of September ; and have 
agreed to pay for it 2100 dollars. The 
citance to be cut wiil probably be about 
100 miles, and it wiil fhorten the diftance 
to Winchefter, &c. by £50 miles. 

I believe I have told you that my con- 
gregation has been very {mall through the 
winter, the people here being fo wonder- 
fuily afraid of wet and cold. It begins, 
however, to increafe again a liitle now, as 
tie weather grows warmer. A few weeks

*(o my opinion what fituaticn would be 
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mot eligible to him, I could not well give 
it, without being intimately acquainted 
with his tafte and habits. The main point, 
wherever he ferttles, will be to have fociety 
fomething fimilar to what he has been ac. 

I do not fay fociety equally 
good: tor our ideas of good and bad alto. 
gether depend upon our former fituations, 
and what is very good fociety to me m 
be very bad tomany others. Should Mr.

I fhould fuppofe Mr. would ere 
long find acongregation here. There is, 
at leait, as great a probability of it here as 
in Pennfylvania, or Virginia, or Mary- 
land. The great objeftion would be his 
being an independent as to church-govern- 
ment ; and, I think, he would hardly like 
to bind himfelf in Prefbyterian fetters. 
However, I fhould conceive, that being in- 
troduced and recommended by orthodox 
minifters, as an ordained brother, and a 
friend of liberty, efpecially being a man 
of abilities, he could not long continue 
without a fpiiere of ufefulnefs. But. he 
ought to come with the idea of improving 
his fortune, how ample foever it may be 
at prefent, becaule it will be a public be- 
neft. By engaging in any of the manu- 
factories I have mentioned, or in the ma- 
nutactory of foap for exportation, of malt 
and beer, of glafs, or earthen (queen’s) 
ware, (and we have tne materials), no 
prudent man can fail of increafing his 
own property, and being highly ufetul to 
his country.

HAVE lately read the Life of the Eark 

of Mansfield, written by Mr. Holiday, 
and find that gentleman has been very ill- 
informed in faying, that his Lordthip left 
Scotland at three years of age, and re- 
ceived the whole of his education in Eng- 
land; but I have been informed by num- 
bers of people, who were at~ different 
ichools in Scotland. with him, and knew 
him well, that he never was out of Scot. 
land till he went to Weftminfter School, 
in the year 1719. 

Scoon, the feat of Lord Stormont, where 
the family generally refided at the time of 
Lord Mansfield’s birth, is within two 
miles of this place; but they had alfo a 
houfe in this town where they refided oc- 
cafionally, and it has been believed, that 
his Lordfhip was born in Perth, and this 
I think was put beyond all doubt by 
Lord Mansfield himfelf, in a converfation 
he had with Sir William Blackftone ;_ for 
Sir William had told him, that he was 
furprifed they called his Lordfhip a 
Scotchman, when he could preve he was 


an Englifhman by his name being entered ° 


in the books of Chrift’s Church College at 
Oxtord, as being born in the City of Bath; 
to which his Lordfhip replied, that he 
was not born in Bath but in Perth. And 
the inhabitants of Perth ever looked upon 
him as their townfman; and that he re- 
ceived a part of his education at Perth 
School, is moft certain. 

When his Lordfhip was very young, 
he, with an elder brother, was fent to the 
School of Methven, in the neighbourhood, 
which [chool was then under the care of 
Mr. Henry Young, a.noted fchoolmafer, 
who boarded many gentlemen’s fons ; and 
Ihave known many people who remem- 
bered him at that {chool. 

From Methven School, he was fent to 
the Grammar Schoo! of Perth, then ina 
very flourifhing ftate, under Mr. John 
Martin, the Re&tor, who had the charac- 
ter of being one of the belt fchoolmafters 
of his time; and a number of ecntlemen’s 
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fons, from all parts of Scotland, wn 


educated at that {choo}. 

How long his Lordthj 
Perth School cannot now b 
termined ; but a gentleman, who washy 
in 1706, has often told Me, that he be 
felf'was entered to Perth School las 
year 1714, and there he found Lord Mane 
field, and that his Lordthip contin,’ 
that fchoo] a year after, and left it 
1715, and that. he was an excellent ico.

From what is ftated above, it appears 
that when Lord Mansfield went to Welt- 
mintter School, he was about 16 years of 
ace; and from the known characters of 
ail his matters, while in Scorland, he car- 
ried with him a great fh: re of that claffical 
knowledge, which made him fo conlpi- 
cuous both at Weftmintter School and the 
Univerfiity of Oxtord. 

Alter Lord Mansfield was called to the 
bar, he made fome viiits to his mother, 
who, after her hufband’s death, lived in 
Perth, and died there in 1746 ; and the 
lat v fit he made her was in 1738 or 1739, 
and ne never after that was in Scotland ; 
but | well remember fome of his relations 
and acquaintances going to Ncweaitle or 
Carlifle, when he weat the northern cir- 
cuit, to wait upon him. 

Fthougnt it proper the public fhould 
know the above particulars cf the early 
part of the Ife ot fo eminent a man, who 
did {© much honour to his country; and I 
am fully ve: fuaced of the truth of what I 
have written. : 

B-tore | conclude, I think it proper to 
mention that the prefent Earl of Mans- 
field Is now demolifhing the Houte, or, as 
It js commonly callet, the Palace of 
Scoon, and on the fame fite is to ere&t a 
largeand magnificent houfe; and he could 
hot have pitched upon a nobler firua- 
tion.

SIR, 


Y OUR Correfpondent Colonus, in your 
lat Magazine, is too foon difcou- 
raged. The art of hatching poultry ar- 
tificially is no novelty, either in this coun- 
try orin France. In France, Mr. Reau- 
I appre- 
hend that he is the author of the book 
which fell into Colonus’s hands in 1783, 
and of whom he fpeaks rather flighting- 
ly, as ** having taken it into bis head to 
compofe {2 much FOR WANT OF BETTER 
EMPLOYMENT.” I donot mean to of- 
fend Colonus, when I fay, that the obfer- 
vation Jeems rather hafty ; and it put me 
in mind of a flory which I have fome- 
where feen, that fome perfons were fur- 
prifed to obferve a venerable old man, 
with a bafon oi foapy water, blowing bub- 
nies trom the end of a pipe. They, no 
doubt, thought thar he micht have been 
better employed. But behold !—Tt was 
the immortal Newton, making experi- 
ments to difcover the laws of optics. So 
any art whatever is worth purfuing, that 
has the leaft chance of producing public 
benefit, becaufe we can never know before 
hand what improvements may open to our 
minds as we proceed, or what advantages 
may ultimately accrue. And therefore a 
man is not always trifling, or lofing his 
time, when he may a,pear, on a hafty 
furvey, to be fo doing. 

But, toreturn to chickens.—-Many ex- 
perimienis, have been made, in various 
ways, in th.s country alfo; and fome 
have proved fuccefsful. In whatever way 
the heat can be regulated to a proper de- 
cree, and kep? at that degree, during the 
tull period ; the end will be accomplifhed, 
But to do this with certainty, a perfon 
mult reafonably expect fome difficulties 
and difappointments, and it can only be 
by repeated trials that full fuccefs can be 
obtained. 

I had a friend, fome years ago, whofe 
patience was eyual to thac of Dutchmen 
when raifing tulips; for he went on with 
one experiment after another, till at length 
he fucceeded mot completely, and could 
hatch very large numbers. I remember 
particularly he had 250 chickens on one 
morning. He had allo got the better ot 
the chief difficulty, which, as your Corre-

Chickens, when naturally reared, pujb 
up their backs againjt the body of their mo- 
ther. This appears to be the part where 
they like belt to receive their foftering 
warmth. Somecontrivance, therefore, or 
other muft be adopted for this purpofe, when 
they are artificially reared, or not one in 
twenty will live. But fuch a contrivance 
is eafy, and therefore there is no difficulty 
in rearing them. Mr. Reaumur gives fe- 
veral inventions for this purpofe. 


I am rather furprifed, that your Corre- 


{pondent fhould have hatched any with 
charcoal-duft, fo great muft have been 
the difficulty of keeping the heat regu- 
lated. It is no wonder that he had many 
failures ; for, ind: pendently of other con- 
fiderations, the vapour from the charcoal 
was abundanily fufiicient to produce fuch 
difappointments. 

Some perfons have ufed horfe-dung, 
others tan, others ftoves and ovens of va- 
rious forms, not abfolutely without fuc- 
cefs, but with much difappointment, for 
one or other of the reafons juft men- 
tioned. 

I tave ftudied the fubjeé a great deal, 
and made experiments and many obier- 
vations, becaule I thought the advantage 
might be greater than is at firft forefeen. 
And Iam tully convinced, that no way can 
be fuccefstul, fo as to be depended on for a 
regular annual practice, but placing the 
eggs in an air duly heated, and which has 
no unpleafant vapour. 

There has been a great deal of trouble 
attending all the methods hitherto prac- 
tifed, becaufe the eggs wanted continual 
obfervation by wight, as well as by day, 
and efpecially at al! charges of the wea- 
ther. 

T think I have furmounted all thefe 
difficulties which have been hitherto 
found. Ihave a method which has very 
little trouble, only requiring about five 
minutes (or le/s} atiention every eight 
hours. Ihave jut hatched a brood of 
turkies this way. I looked at them daily 
at fix in the morning, at two, and again 
at ten at night, and Inewver found the leaft 
variation in my thermometer. 

I think I have alio overcome the a fi- 
culties that attend rearing poultry after- 
wards. When I have further certainty 
in this matter, I fhall give you a further 
account. )

t. A hen will fometimes give out hee 
fore her time is expired, or a Capricious 
young pullet will think that the wants to 
fit, and, after three or four days the 
changes her mind, leaves her tops, and 
fpoils them. No fuch difappoiniment con 
happen this way. 2. Some hens will not 
fit till late in the fummer, by which de. 
Jay, much time, and that the moj? advan. 
tageous, is loft. But, in this way, we 
can hatch as early as we pleafe, and the 
chickens have all the (ummer to grow in, 

3- Again, hens will not often fit in the 
autumn, efpecially if they have brought 
an early brood. But, in this way, we 
may provide young chickens for the time 
when we molt want them ; and perfons 
who would make a profit by felling them 
might have late broods, at a certainty, to 
fetch a great price in the f{pring. 

4. After all (fuppofing the art to be 
brought to perfection) a perfon may, this 
way, have as much pouliry as he pleales, 
and of whatever kind he prefers, which he 
cannot command any other way. He 
may as ealily ha‘ch ome, favo, or more 
hundreds, asa hen does her :hirteen. 

I conceive, therefore, that experiments 
are well worth purfuing by thofe who 
have leifure. But a matter that may he 
very advantageous, maft not be given up 
for a firft or a fecona aad 
efpecially if it be bur partial.

as fuel, The hams are firft rubbed very 
hard, generally with a mixture of falt-

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rather more than one ounce of faltpetre to 
each ham; but on fome occafions, the 
bay falt only is ufed the firfttime. -They 
are then either covered clofe up in a 
hogfhead, or laid on a ftone bench to 
allow the brine to run off. At the end 
of five days, they are again rubbed as 
before, either with a mixture of bay-falt 
and faltpetre, or, if the latter was ufed at 
firft, with bay-falt only. When they have 
thus lain on a ftone bench, or in hogfheads 
among the brine, for the fpace of a week 
after the fecond rubbing, they are hung 
uptodry. If not fold fooner, they are 
tuffered to remain there till the weather 
becomes warm. They are then packed in 
hogfheads with ftraw or oatmeal-feeds, and 
fent to London, Lancafter, and Liverpool, 
from the laft of which places they are fre- 
quently thipped for America and the Bri- 
tith colonies. By this means, hams form 
one of the principal branches of export 
from the county. 

There are about too pigs fed every year 
in this parifh, which, when fat, will weigh 
from 18 to 30 ftones each. In 1792, neat 
hams of 16 or 18lbs. weight, were fold at 
s3d, per pound when green; when cured, 
in 1793, they were fold at 73d. per pound, 
Thefe prices were then confidered the 
higheft perhaps ever known. Jn 1801, 
however, frefth hams fold at 11d. or rs. a 
pound ; and in the prefent year, pork was 
at ys. aftone. Hems are {aid to lofe 20 
per cent of their weight in the curing. 

In what is called the ancient book of 
rates, the whole parifh is valued at roil. 
18. 4d. per annum; viz. Crofby, 381. 4s. 
4d. Manuldifmeaburne, gol. 3s. 4d. Rea- 
gill, rs]. 16s. 8d. and Birkbeck Fells 
61. 18s.0d. This may have been confi- 
dered at fome early period as an exact 
eftimate; but is now known to be fo de- 
teCtive, that the land tax, according to 
that valuation, is rated at 24s. in the 
pound, It ftill ferves, however, as a 
medium by which to proportion all affeff- 
ments 

There are three water corn-mills built 
ard maintained by the lord of the feveral 
manors, tothe ufe of which the tenants 
ave refpectively bound, and pay to the 
miller a multure of one quart for grinding 
every peck of 20 quarts.

ing tothe church are 36 acres of glebe- 
land, and a {mall eftate at Lazonby, in 
Cumberland. The vicar receives the le!- 
fer tithes, and a modus in lieu of the 
tithe of hay: but the tenths of the com, 
wool, and lambs, aprertain to the Bari 
of Londfdale, as lay reétor; and part of 
them is paid in kind, and the reft by amo- 
dus. The church is a good building in 
the Gothic ftyle, and exhibits fome excel 
lent {pecimens of ancient architecture; but 
has fuffered, not fo much probably bya 
lapfe cf years, as by times of public 
tumult. It has a fquare fleeple, or towe!, 
and three bells. On the north fide 1s 
aifle belonging to the hall, or ancient 
manor-houfe.

ftipen! was handfomely augmented by 
fome benevolent perfons, natives of this 
parith, who are yet living: ‘Thee bene- 
factors are defirous of doing good without 
the appearance of oftentation; and afford 
the comtortable refleflion, that Divine 
Providence will, in every age, raife up 
proper advocates and fupporters in the 
c-ule of virtue and of religion. The annual 
ftivend of the fchool amounts at prefent 
to26!. This fum, with what is paid by 
the icholars, (who are feldom wader 50 in 
number), will make the whole emolument 
about gol. a year. The fchool has a 
beautiful area in front; and is well fenced 
cn all tides with rows of beech, larch, &c. 
Reagill-tchool was built and endowed 
by Mr. Randall Sanderfon, a native of the 
place, who was fellow ot Queen’s college 
in Oxtord, and rector of Wey hill in Hamp- 
hire; bur the falary amounting only to 
tol. a year, independent of what was paid 
by the fcholars (generally forty or up- 
Wards), at 1s. or as, 6d. per quarter, has 
been of late years augmented by the cha- 
nitable donation of a worthy gentleman, a 
Rative alloot Reagill,* ;

AN ACCOUNT ofthe DISINTERMENTS, in 
the YEAR 1793, of the KINGS, QUEENS, 
PRINCES, PRINCESSES, and other 1L- 
LUsTRIOUS PERSONS who had been 
interred at the ABBEY OF ST. DENIS, 
ia FRANCE, during a previous PERLOD 
of FiVE HUNDRED YEARS. 


N Saturday the rath O&tober, 1793, 
the members compofing the Muni- 
cipality of Franciade, (formerly St. De- 
nis), gave the neceflary orders for carry- 
ing into execution the decree of the 
National Convention relative to the difin- 
terment of the coffins depofited in the 
Abbey of St. Denis, which were to be 
ftripped of the lead which they contained, 
for the purpole of its being manufactured 
into bullets. 

The firft tomb opened, was that of 
Turenne. The altonifhment of the work 
men and others who prefled round the 
fpor, eager to behold the remains of this 
great man, was extreme, when upon open- 
ing the coffin, Turenne was difcovered in 
fuch a perfect ftate of prelervation, thar 
not a feature of his countenance was 
altered. The aflonified {pectators admi- 
red in. thefe cold remains the vidtor of 
Turkeim ; and forgetting the mortal blow 
which he received at Saltzbach, every one 
believed that they faw his foul again in 
arms to defend the rights of France. This 
corple, not in the lealt decayed, was in 
the ftate of a mummy, ary, and of a 
clear brown colour; and perfectly corre- 
{fponded with the exifting portr. ts and 
medallions of this great warrior. Upon 
the ‘uggeitions of feveral perfons of dil- 
tinétion, who were prefent, this mummy 
was entrutted to the care of the celebrated 
Host, keeper of the Abbey, who pre- 
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ferved it in an oak box, and depofited it 
in the little ve’ry of the church, where 
he exhibited it to the notice of the curious 
for more than eight months; afier which 
period it was removed to the Botanical 
Garden at Paris, on the earneft requeft of 
the learned Profeffor Desfomtaines, a mem- 
ber of that inftitution. 

On the 24th Germinal, in the year 7, 
the Executive Directory decreed, that the 
remains of Turenne fhould be again re. 
moved to the Muleum of French monu- 
ments ;* and that they fhould be depofited

Turenne to the M4ufcum of French Monuments. 

Dated the 41) of Prarialy in the 7th Year of:

We, Alexandre Lenoir, Adminittrator of 
the Mufeum of French Monuments, refi- 
cing inthe ftreet called Petits Auguitines, 
in the divifion de VUnité; and Pierre 
Ciaude Binart, keeper of the faid mufeum, 
charged by the Minifter of the Interior with 
the exccution of the cecree of the Executive 
Dire€tory of the 27th Germinal laft, relative 
to the removal of the body of Turenne from 
the Botanical Garden to the Mufeum of 
French Monuments, being defirous of carry- 
jng into execution the above mentioned de- 
cree, and of refcuing the remains of a warrior 
renowned for his valour, and his civic vir- 
tues, from a place, where they were con- 
founded with the common objets of public 
curiofity, called so our aid the Citizens Am- 
broife Robert Lefieur, and Auguftin Jean 
Lefieur, (brothers) refiding in the ftreet 
Colimbe, in the div fion de ia Cité, who had 
aflifted ts at the removal of the remains 
of Moliere and Lafonteine, with whom we 
concerted the means of effecting the removal 
of Turenne, conformably to the direétions 
of the Minifter of the Interior, that it fhhould 
be executed privately. 

Accordingly about fix o'clock in the even- 
ing, one of us being conduéted to the Arfenal 
of Paris, to take charge of the carriage 
ailigned us by the Citizen Berthier, chief of 
brigade, dire€tor for the time being of the 
Arfenal of Paris, repaired with it to the Bo- 
tanical Garden, where were aflembled the 
Citizens Lenoir, Michel Pierre Sauvé, and 
Pierre Lewis Sauve, (brothers), belonging 
to the Mufeum of French Monuments. 
Citizen Lenoir then sepaired to the admini- 
ftration of the Mufeum of Natural Hiftory, 
to obtain an order far the removal of the body 
of ‘Turenne, in virtue of the power with 
which he was invefted. Having procured 
the neceffury inftructions, he rejoined us 
about eight o’clock in the evening; when, 
being dire€ted to the place where the remains 
of ‘lurenne were depofited, we were intro- 
duced into an apartment adjoining the am- 
phitheatre, which was ufed as a laboratory,

Upon further examination, it a 
peared to us, that every part of the bay 
mutt have been carefully embalmed, 
the whole was in. excellent prefervation, 
The fkull had been cut away, and replaced 
or fupplied by a wvoden cap of the fame 
form, but of a greater circumference, Every 
feature of the countenance appeared to us to 
have remained unaltered, fo that we could 
trace the refemblance of this great man to 
the reprefentations of him which the ftatuary 
has tranfmitted to our times. The offeds 
of the blow, which deftroyed him in the 
midft of his triumphs, were ftill vifible in 
the appearance of the mouth, which wa 
Open extremely wide; a circumftance doubt. 
lefsly occafioned by the violent convulfions 
of his frame which followed the fatal blow, 
Continuing our obfervations upon thefe vene- 
rable remains, we perceived that the arms wer 
extended on each fide of the body, and that 
the hands were crofled upon the region of the 
belly. The other parts of the corpfe were 
wrapped in the fheet, and prefented nothing 
uncommon in their appearance. 

To one fide of the coffin was affixed oe 
of copper, which appeared to be the fame 
which had been placed upon the original 
coffin, in which the body of Turenne wa 
inclofed, and upon which we read the follow-

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The tomb of the Bourbons was next 
opened, on the fide of the fubterranean 
chapels; and the workmen began’ by 
taking out the coffin of Henry 1V. who, 
according to the plate on his coffin, died 
in 1610, aged 57 years. The remains of 
this prince were in fuch a perfect ftate of 
prelervation, that his countenance was hot 
in the leaft changed. He was. placed in 
the paflage of the lower chapels, wrapped 
in his mantle, which was in equally good 
prefervation. Every one was at liberty to 
infpect the corpfe till Monday the s:4th, 
when it was removed into the choir, and 
placed on the loweft fep of the altars 
where it remained till two o'clock in the 
afternoon; when it was conveyed into the 
burial ground called Des Valois, and de- 
pofited in a deep grave dug at the lower 
end of the ground to the right on the 
north fide. ‘This corpfe, confidered as a 
dry mummy, had had the fkull opened, 
and the brains taken out; inftead of which 
it contained a quantity of tow fteeped ina 
liquid eflence ot aromatics, which ftill res 
tained fo powerful an odour, that it was 
{carcely poffible to fupport it. ht ia 

A foldier who was prefent, infpired by 
a martial enthufia(m at the moment of 
opening the coffin, threw himielf upon the 
corpfe of the coriqueror of the League, 
and, after a long’ filence of admiration, 
drew his fabre, and cut off a long lock 
from his beard, which was {till freth, exe 
claiming at the fame time in energetic 
and truly martial language,‘ Et mat 
aufi, je fuis foldat Frangais ! Déformass je 
naurai plus d’autre mouftache!* Then 
placing the precious lock upon his upper 
lip :'** Maintenant je fuis fiir de vaincre les 
ennemies de la France, et je marche a la 
widoire.’’+—He immediately retired, 

__On the fame day, the 14th October; the 
workmen continued theie labour, and 
opened feveral other coffins of the Bour- 
bons ; namely, Louis XIII. who died in 
1643, aged 42 years; Louis XIV, who 
died in 1715, aged 77 years; Marie de 
Medicis, fecond wife of Henry IV. who 
died in 1642, aged 68 years; Anne of 
Auttria, wife of Louis ane ee in 
1666, a ed 64 "ears 5 Marie nere'@, 
Infanta of Spain, wife of Louis XIV, who 
died'in 1688, aged 45 years; and Lous 
the Dauphin, fon of Louis XIV. who 
died in 1711,° aged 50 years.

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Several of thefe bodies were very well 
preferved, particularly that of Louis XIII. 
Louis XIV was alfo in good prefervation, 
but his fkin was as black as ink. The 
reft were in a ftate of liquid putrefaétion, 
elpecially that of the Great- Dauphin. 

* On thes sth of O&. twenty-two coffins, alfo 

containing remains of the Bourbon Family, 
were opened. Thele bodies prefented no- 
thing remarkable in their appearances, 
moft of them being in a ftate of putrefac- 
tion. A thick and black vapour, attended 
with an infectious fmell, arole from thefe 
coffins, which was difpelled by means of 
burnt vinegar. Several of the workmen 
were attacked by diarrhea and fever, but 
without any fatal confequences. Among 
the bodies difinterred this day, were found 
the hearts of Louis the Dauphin, fon of 
Louis XV. who died at Fontainebleau, 20 
December, 1765; and of Marie Fofiph de 
Savoie, his wite, who died 13 March, 
1767. The hearts were depofited in the 
cemetery with the other remains,of the 
Bourbons: they were in cafes of lead, and 
of filver and filver-gilt: the latter were 
delivered to the Municipality, and the 
former were configned to the Commiffary 
of Government. 

At feven o'clock on the morning of the 
z6th, the workmen proceeded with the 
difinterments in the vaults of the Bour- 
bons. The firft coffin opened was that 
of Henriette Marie de France, daughter 
of Henry IV. and wife of Charles I, King 
ot England, who died 1669, aged 60 years, 
The fecond was Henriette Stuart, daugh- 
ter of Charles I. King of England, and firkt 
wife of Monfieur, brother ot Louis XIV. 
who died in 1670, at the age of 26 years. 

After removing 17 other bodies, about 
two o'clock in the afternoon the workmen 
took up the coffin of Louis XV. who died 
zo May 1774, aged 64 years. It had 
been placed at the entrance of the vault 
over the fteps, in a niche formed in the 
thick part of the wall a little on the right 
hand of the entrance. This was the pre- 
cife {pot where was intered the body of 
the lait king of France, who died a natural 
death. ‘The coffin was opened with great 
caution in the church-yard, upon the fide 
of ihe grave. The body was inclofed in 
a lead coffin, and wrapped carefully in 
fheets and bandages: it was in an entire 
ftate, freth, a in good prefervation, 
‘The fkin was white, the nofe of a violet 
colour, and the hams were as red as thofe 
of a new-born infant, This body was 
not enbalmed in the ordinary manner, but 
floated in a Jiquid formed of a folution of 
marine falt. It wz: thrown into the grave

of Bacchus entwined with vine-leaves and 
ivy, as exhibited in Montfaucon, article 
Scepires. This curious morceau was it 
admirable prefervation. In the coffin of 
the Queen were found part of a crown, 
her gold ring, fome remains of bracelet; 
or links of chains, a fpindle or difaff of 
gilt wood, half rotten, and a pair of thoes 
with fharp points, which, though paniy 
decayed, ftill retained vifible marks of the 
gold and filver embroidery with which they 
had been ornamented. Nothing worthy of 
remark was difcovered among the bodies 
difinterred on the 17th or 18th. On th 
19th was opened the coffin of Louis VIII. 
father of St. Louis, who died eighth No. 
vember, 1226, aged 40 years, This 
corpfe was almoft wholly decayed. Upon 
the ftone cover of the coffin was engraved 
a crofs in demi-relief. In the coffin were 
found the decayed remains of a wooden 
fceptre, and a diadem or crown, which 
was nothing more than a band of gull 
tiffue with a large fatin cap. It was{n 
good prefervation. The body had bee 
wrapped in a mantle of gold tiffue, fone 
pieces of which were remaining} and is 
this drefs it had been buried, fewed up 
very thick leather, which fill retained ll 
its elafticity.

The bones of this pair were wrapped in 
filk-ftuff, and feparated from each other 
bya plank placed in the middle of the 
chet. On one fide of the coffin was a 
leaden plate with this infcription :—** Hic 
jacet corpus Dagoberti.” On the other 
fide another leaden plate with this infcrip- 
tion: —“* Hic jacet corpus Nanthildis.” 
From the 19th to the 25th, inclufive, 
the workmen continued to open the tombs 
and coffins depofited in the Abbey of St. 
Denis. In the coffin of Philippe de Valots 
were found a crown and fceptre of copper- 
gilt, furmounted with a bird, alfo of cop- 
per-gilt. In the coffin of Charles le Bel 
were found a crown of filver-gilt, a {ceptre 
of copper-gilt feven feet in height ; a gold 
ring; part of a hand of juftice ; a walking 
flick of ebony ; and a pillow of lead, on 
which the head of the king was reclined. 
The entire tkeleton of Philippe le Long 
was difcovered in a ftone coffin.

Few 
of thefe works are feen in the metropolis, 
but they fupply our country diftrits, and 
are carefully expedited in packages for 
foreign markets. Thefe works, befides 
being compofed on all fubjeé&ts, and made 
of all fizes, poffefs a more material ad- 
vantage; they fell nearly as foon as 
publithed, at reduced prices, and fome- 
times for little more than damaged paper. 
Excellent commodities for commerce! The 
merchant is allowed an extraordinary dif- 
count, and the bookfeller thips off an 
edition for the Weft- India market! 

The merchants’ orders are remarkable, 
and I tranfcribe one of them as a literary 
curiofity. A Weft-India merchant re- 
ceived an order for 12 cafes of books, not 
to exceed sool. The claflts were given as 
follows, without fpecifying any author.

The merchant hands this order to his 
bookfeller, who promifgs a large difcount, 
and, what is of fome confequence alfo, 
that they thall look as handfome as poflible. 
He will not feleét our belt writers, becaufe 
they are not to be purchafed at reduced 
rices, and are fuch an unmarketable race 
that he could not afford them a hand{ome 
cloathing. He therefore runs through the 
Row, where he finds authors, who, like 
fervants out of place wivh loft charagters, 
will come on any terms, and even merely 
for their board and lodging. 

It is in this manner, fir, that whole 
ballets of certain magazines, ornamented 
with fine prints and other literary Bir- 
mingham ware, are fnatched from utter 
annihilation by the crafty trader; the 
public are defrauded, and tafte is injured.

URING the American war, and 
particularly during the laft war, 

the trade and fhipping of Bremen had fo 
rapidly increafed, that a fufficient number 
of natives was wanting qualified to take 
the command of and navigate the mer- 
chant-fhips, which it was neceflary to en- 
trutt to the care of ftrangers from the neigh- 
bouring part of the Hanoverian Territory 
and Oldenburg. In order to free themfelves 
trom this difagreeable dependence, and the 
dangerous confequences therefrom arifing, 
feveral patriotic citizens {ubf{cribed in 
3799 a confiderable fum for the purpofe 
of inftituting a public Naval School, in 
which the children of burghers who withed 
to devote themfelves to the fea-fervice, 
fhould be inftruéted gratis.

The firft objeftion is eafily obviated ;— 
the preflure at*the crown of the arch in 
the defign now exhibited wil] not exceed 
70 tans on cach {quare feot, a weight 
which poflibly might cruth Portland ftone, 
but would be very inadequate to the de- 
{truction of Granite. 

There is no apprehenfion that in a 
bridge like this, the abuttments cannot be 
made fufficiently, weighty to balance the 
lateral thruft of the arch, becaufe they 
muft extend very far on each fide ;—-the 
queitionis whether, if made thus weighty,

The weight to be fuftained at the point 
where’ it is the greateft, is that of a co- 
lumn of granite 79 feet high, together 
with a portion of the weight of the arch 
itfelt.

the beft means to guard againft fuch 
dreadful accidents in future. Advertife- 
ments were publifhed offering a reward for 
the beft plan or model of a boat, fo con- 
ftru&ted, as to draw little water, and to 
live ina heavy broken fea. In confe- 
uence of thefe advertifements, feveral 
plans and models were tranfmitted to the 
committee, and amongft others a model 
was fent in by Mr. H. Greathead, an 
ingenious boat-builder of South Shields; 
none of which however were approved of. 
The committee therefore purlued their 
own plan; but they took the hint of ren- 
dering the boat more buoyant by means of 
cork, from a model fent in by a painter 
in the town, named Wouldhave, an ec- 
eentric but ingenious character. The 
confiruction of the boat, according to the 
plan adopted by the committee, was given 
to Mr. Greathead, merely becaufe he ap- 
peared to take an intereft in the bufineis, 
and was the only one in the trade who had 
taken notice of the advertifement. | 
It is therefore evident, if this ftatement 
be juft, that the invention of the Life-Boat 
though claimed by Mr. Greathead, and 
for which he is now foliciting a reward 
from parliament, does not belong to him, 
as he was merely the workman. This is 
not faid- from any invidious motive,. for 
the writer has not the moft diftant claim to 
any part of the merit of the invention ; nor 
is it meant to throw any obftacles in the way 
of Mr. Greathead’s receiving a pecuniary 
reward ; let him receive it, for he has a 
family ; but let the merit be attributed to 
thofe gentlemen whole ingenuity devifed 
the plan, and whofe benevolence prompted 
them to furnifh the means for executing it. 
To nautical men, fome idea of the form 
of the boat may be conveyed by faying, 
that the top, or upper part of the boat, 
exactly refembles that ot a Memel fifhing- 
boat ; the ftem and {tern are like thofe of 
a Norway Yawl; and the bottom like 
that of a Shields Coble, having a curved 
keel fuperadded, which laft is the only 
hint that was furnifhed by Mr. Greathead. 
To fpeak more technically, ‘the boat 
is about 30 feet long over all, and 10 feet 
broad, built in the flaunching manner 
repretented in the cut, and deck’d at the 
floor heads, rows with twelve oars, fixed 
with grummets on iron'pins, is fteered by 
an oar, and covered with cork on the outfide 
two orthree flrokes down from the gun- 
wale, will carry 30 people well, and live in 
a mott tremendous broken-headed fea.”

Writings of Dr. Darwin, probably at no 
very diltant period.—-Suffer me however, 
to correSt, currente calamo, the phrate of 
Eat, Eat, Eat! which is faid to have been 
a favorite one of the Doétor’s, into ‘‘ Eat ! 
or be Eaten!”——The former, during a 
very long and intimate acquaintance, I 
never heard him ufe; the latter very fre- 
quently, particularly to young. perfons. 
Tis a ftriking, though melancholy law of 
our natures, and was well calculated by 
the novelty of the phrafé, to imprefs 
ftrongly the mind and memory, and pro- 
duce the permanent effe& he intended. 

By inferting the above, you will oblige 
feveral of Dr. Darwin’s friends and family, 
and do an act of juftice to his memory.

Wc with me to fend you, my good 
} Cavaicanti, fome further {pecimens 
of the compofition of the rhiming monk, 
whole verfification of a fable at Efopus 
(See Monthly Mag. for January laft, page 
524+), you appear to be fo much delighted 
with; and you afk me, befides, for fome 
account of him. All I can inform you 
at pretent is, that he isnamed William of 
Shene, and that he is of the Ciftercian 
order. You muft know, the monks of 
this order are held in great refpeét here, 
as well for their exemplary piety, as their 
great learning. They are in particular 
favour with the.King, becaufe they made 
a generous-offer of all the books belonging 
to their feveral convents, that they might 
be fold towards raifing the fum of one 
hundred thoufand pounds, which was de- 
manded by the Emperor for the ranfom 
of King Richard, called Coeur de Lion, 
Henry's uncle. With this letter you will 
receive fonie rhimes of the compofition of 
this William of Shene, and, as I think, 
the beft he has written.

BIOGRAPHICAL ACCOUNT of the late 
M. FLORIAN, dy A. J. ROSNY, 


Px Prerrz CLaris DE FLorJAN 
Was born inthe years755, at the Cha- 
teau de Florian, in the province of Lan- 
ttedoc. His father, Charles Claris, was a 
gentleman of {mall fortune, who, being by 
no means of an enterprifing te seg 
died poor. His mother was Gillette de 
Salgti@, a Caftillian Spaniard ; and it ma 
be prefumed that in this circumftance ort- 
ginated that hich efteem and peculiar af- 
feGtion which Florian has fince expreffed 
for that fenfidle, ‘generbus, and high-fpi- 
rited nation, This affectionate mother 
had impofed upen herfelf the honorable 
tafk of rearing hef owh child; but was 
prevented by the hand of death: the died 
in child-bed, and the care of young Florian 
devolved wholly on his father from: the 
hour, of his birth. Though the fortune of 
Cliarles Claris was very fmall, he negle&- 
ed no means which’ might tend to expand 
thofe talents which he early difcovered in 
his fon. He obtained for him the beft 
matters, and {pared fo expefice nor trou- 
ble in the fuperintendance of his education, 
and the cultivation of his mind. In his 
éarlief days young Florian difplayed that 
love of his. fellow-creatures whichever after 
fo ftrongly marked his character; and he 
evinced even in infancy that fudvity of man- 
ners and henevolence of difpofition, which 
have fince rendered him {9 univerfally 
efteemed.. He would joyfully beftow upon 
an unfortunate obje& of charity, the little 
funds allowed him for his pleafures. In- 
different to the paftimes of children of his 
own age, he conftantly fought opportani- 
ties of being afone, and Always preferred 
the moft gloomy. and fulirar'y “places of 
retirement. . Whenhe was once afked the 
reafon of fo extracrdinaty a propenfity’ 
he anfwered **T love fa refle&ts and to edin- 
template the beauties of nature.”’* ft’ is 
univerfally known thifevéry* day of‘ Kis 
life was marked by. as of -benevolence: 
His noble genercfity begin to manifeft 
iielf ata very early period. Ata fhort 


diftance from the Chateau de Flotian thes 
was a cottage inhabited by an unfortanas 
old Jabourer, whofe age and infirmities 
had incapacitated him rae working ; and 
had reduced him to a miferable dependence 
on the precarious fupplies of charity, In 
one of his rural rambles young Florian 
happened to meet this unfortunate old cot. 
tiger. His young heart beat violently a 
the fight of fo much mifery ; he followed the 
old man home; and then for the firk tine 
experienced the want of wealth.’ He how. 
ever drew out his purfe, and, prefenting it 
to the old man with an ingenuous apology 
for the {mall value of its contents, promi- 
fed to make amends for it by fi quent 
vifiting this abode of poverty. He kept 
his word, and regularly carcied thither all 
the little prefents which were given him 
under the denomination of pockét-monty, 
Thefe frequent walks, as well as the 
quick difappearance of his money, wettat 
length obferved by his father, “He withed 
to afcertain how his fon’ employed bis time 
and his money, and determined to, watch 
him. ‘Florian quitted ‘the caftle one zy 
to take his ufual walk ; ‘His father follow- 
ed hish to the cottage 5 aud fa him dep>- 
fit in the hands of the Pit ne the 
pecuniary. allowance of a whole werk, 
Charles Claris, unable to conceal his emno- 
tion at fuch a trait of benevolence, dilco- 
vered himfélf, clafped his noble for tobe 
breaft, and bathed his cheeks with ae 
moft tender delight.

By thefe means youn 
florian early acquired that decided talle 
for rural pleafures, which has fince produ- 
ced thole delighitul pattorals, which ma 
be clafled among the richelt ornaments of 
French literature. 

D.firous of beftowing upon his fon all 
the advantages of the moft finifhed educa- 
tion. Charl.s Claris fent him to his near 
kintman the celebrated Voltaire. Upon 
his arrival at the Chateau-de Ferney, Vol- 
tire himfe!f came out to welcome him, 
and called him his dear Florianois; b 
which furname he was ever after familiarly 
known, Florian remained fome time un- 
der the tuition and efpecial patronage of 
this great man; who not only formed the 
inind of his pupil, but opened tor him a 
road to fortune by placing him in the qua- 
lity of page to the Duke de Penthiévie, 
a prince poffefled of an excellent under- 
ftanding, and of an amiable difpofition. 
The Duke foon diftinguifhed the talents 
of Florian; he raifed him to the rank of 
Gentleman, that he might be nearer to 
his perfon, and beflowed on him nume- 
rous marks of favor and efteem. Among 
other atts of generofity he prefented him 
with a captain’s commifli.n in his own re- 
giment of dragocns. Though Florian re- 
ceived a difpenfation: from fervice, he 
however conftantly attended his military 
duties for many fucceffive years with dil- 
tuguifhed honour; and devoted only his 
leilure to purfuits of literature. Such 
however was the (uccefs of his firft literary 
work, that the Duke de Penthiévre deter- 
mined he fhould confine himf{¢lf to letters,

lithed his Ruth, The duke was flattered 
by this mark of condefcenfion, and redou- 
bied his former kindnefles to his Gentle.

y ceeded his fix novels of Bhomberis, Pierre, 


Célefline, Sopbronime, Sanche, and Batb- 
mindt.——Feannei et Colin, les Fumeaux de 
Bergame, Uervet Leander le Baifer, and 
Blanche et Vermeil form the third volume 
of his Theatre. His next work was Ejfe/le, 
which he called the elder fifter of Galathée, 
and which divided the public faver with 
that celebrated production. Numa was 
produced amidft the ftorms of the Revolu- 
tion. Gonzalve de Cordoue crowned the 
reputation of Florian, Notwithftanding 
this work appeare.! at a period when the 
minds of the French nation wee occupied 
with fuch important events, Gonzalve was 
completely fuccefstul. ‘Two editions were 
bought up with an avidity which ftriking- 
ly demonttrated the flattering intereft wich 
which the public received it. A volume 
entitled Nouvelles- Nouvelles, containing 
Selmour, Selico, Claudine, Zulbar, Ca- 
miré @ Valerie, was publithed nearly at 
the fame time as Numa. At length his 
Fables appeared, and ftamped his fame as 
an author andaman. The beautiful fim- 
plicity which characterizes thefe apologucs, 


and, defirous of being himfelf the founder -ettablifhed the hanorable title, which he 


of his fame, furnifhed him with a library. 
This may be termed the epoch of Florian’s 
fntrance on his literary career. 

To analyfe works fo univerfally known 
and admired would be an ufelefs undertak- 
ing, buta chronological arrangement of them 
may be acceptable. His firft production was 
Galathée, which appeared in the year 1782, 

his was followed by the two fick volumes 
of his Theatre, containing, Les deux Bil- 
lets, Le bon Ménage, Le bon Pere, La bonne 
ah and Le bom Fils. Notwithftanding 
the great fuccefs of thefe feveral pieces 
vr the public, they cecafioned Florian 
7 difpleafure of his patron the Duke, 

.. teproved him for writing on profane 
tin As a fort of peace-offering to 
cre puinces he chofe a fubjeé from the fa-

had fo juttly acquired, of the Maz of Na- 
ture. It was in the retirement of the coun- 
try, far from cities, that Florian conitant'y 
fought that tranquility of mind and felf- 
complacency fo indifpenfably neceflary to 
true ftudy and correét compofition. In 
the moft folitary and fileot retreats his 
imagination became the moft lively. M. 
de Penthitvre, who knew his atrachment 
to folitude, appropriated to his ufe a pa- 
villion fituated at the entrance of the Park 
de Sceaux, at a thort diftance from the 
Chateau, in which delightful retreat, he 
compofed many of tho'e happy effufions 
which have evinced to the world the bril- 
liancy of his genius, and the purity of hus 
rt. i ; 
eo Florian was reared in the very 


ility, he never fagificed to 
bofom of pone t non 
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adulation the dignity of aman. Efteem- 
ed and patronifed by a benevolent and 
fenfible prince, he became the attive agent 
of his bounty ; and the orphan and the poor, 
efpecially the unfortunate man of letters, 
ever found in Florian a zealous advocate 
and an active protector. 

The greateft and the beftamong mankind 
have their weakneffes, and Florian was not 
exempted from defects. That fame Florian 
who on all occafions had manifefted the 
moft perfett indifference for honorary dif- 
tinctions; that fame individusl whofe mind 
and difpofition were raifed far above the 
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that ruthlefs fpoiler even take the paing te 


difgaife the proje& which he 

fo reduce France to that abet se 
ignorance, which-is the cradle of def : 
power. Day after day Florian beheld na 
of letters marked out as victims to my 
preffion of this tyrant, and he therein 
never flattered him{elf with the hope of ay 
exclufion from the general profcription 
His quality of Gentleman to the Duke de 
Pentlhevre was alleged as a proof of ki 
intimacy with the nobility, which was ths 
crime imputed to him ; and upon the fmmpe 
mandat ot the infamous Robelpierre he

influence of fortune and her fleeting favors, 
luffered himfel* to be fubdued by the vehe- 
mence of his defire to obtain a feat among 
the Forty Academicians. The force of this 
ambition imperceptibly undermined his 
conftitution, and changed the natural fua- 
vity of his temper to a refilefS fretfu'nefs. 
It was not a fufficient gratification of this 
pailion, that he was already a member of 
the academies of Madrid, Lycns, and Flo- 
rence: nothing fhort of a feat in the Aca- 
demy of Puris feemed to him exp2ble of 
tatisfymg that ambition, which held his 
mind in the moft tyrannical fubjestion for 
a length of time. He never was prefent at 
the admiffion of a new member into the 
Academy, without experiencing a mott fn- 
gular agitation. and a violent oppreffion of 
the heart, which he was unable to conceal 
from obfervation. Notwithitanding the 
violence of this paflion, Florian never fo 
tar yielded to its influence as to facrifice to 
ot thofe principles of honour and liberality 
which were the conitant motives of his 
actions. 

At length the death of Cardinal de Lu- 
mes occationed a vacancy in the French 
Academy, and his feat was obtained for 
Florian at the folicitation of his former 
rival Sedaine; who, with Ducis, La Harpe, 
Rabaud de Saint-Etienne, de Lille, © Ber- 
nadin St. Fiere, honoured him with parti- 
cular efteem. Between Florian and Ducis 
in particular, there fubfifted a mott friend- 
ly intimacy 5 each repofed fo great a degree 
of confidence in the judgment of the other, 
that neither of them ever committed to the 
prefs his own literary productions until they 
had received the corre&tion of his friend. 

When the revolution took place, Florian 
was earty convinced that he fhould not 
efcape the ftorms of that dreadful period, 
which threatened the deftruétion of every 
dividual of merit. ‘The ferocious Robef- 
pierre waged open war againtt letters, and 
teemed defirous of annihilating every vef- 
tige of learning and the fine arts, which 
hud fo long adorned his country: nor did 


was arrefted. His judges reproached hi 
with having prefixed oo Nie ‘ead Ge 
verfes in praife of the Queen; ‘andu 
this accufation, the author of Galathée was 
ignominioufly dragged to the prifon of tie 
Bourbe*. 

The news of this arreft refounted 
throughout Paris, and deeply afflisted every 
friend of humanity. Every one cherithed 
for Florian the higheft veneration and 
eftcem, but every one at the fame time wis 
anxioufly occupied in confidering the meas 
of his own fafety ; not aman dared to com. 
plain of wrongs,or to appeal tojultice, The 
individual who would havedared to efpoute 
the caufe of the oppreffed viStim under fach 
circumftances, muit have been a man above 
the ordinary ftandard of mankind ; fo dan. 
gerous was fuch an undertaking. This 
jublime effort of devotion and generolity 
was referved as a triumph of friendfhip, 
Florian had long been intimately connetted 
with Boify d°Anglas ; and that illuttnos 
legiflator was the man who dared opetly 
to declare himfelf his advocate and hi 
friend. Not all the danger of the enter 
prite was capable of deterring this generous 
man from exerting all poffible mears : 
obtain the liberty of his opprefled frien‘. 
In the mean time Florian endured with 
fortitude and dignity the rigours of ce 
tivity. He, who had never contempis 
the progrefs of evil without rk 
who had fo often wept over the fate of his 
unfortunate fellow-citizens, andl who cou 
never hear the name of Robefpierre ‘os 
tioned without turning pale ; he, that ir 
tender-hearted Florian, now ge wo 
fwift approach of death wi feeble 
firmneis. Nothing like terror . 2 
his powers, nor even difturbed the 
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‘vey of his mind. He continued his 
— labours in the prifon of the Bourde 


with the fame compolure that he would 
have purfued them in his undifturbed re- 
treat in the Park de Sceaux. In this pri- 
joa he began the firft book of his Guil- 
laume Tell ; a poem, the fubjeét of which 
was recommended to him by his fried 
Ducis. Every admirer of Florian mutt 
regret that this beautiful poem, which 
promifed to be one of the beit works writ- 
ten fince the revolution, was not c mple- 
ted. In this prifon alio Florian finifhed his 

m entitled Ebrahim, m four cantos; a 
work replete with beauties, in which are 
depicted with the pencil of Fenelon, fra- 
ternal affection, patriarchal virtue, noble 
jealoufy, and the paffion of love in all its 
ftrength and delicacy. This Hebrew poem 
was among all his produétions the favorite 
work of Florian; and that, which, at the 
fame time that it afforded him the mot 
pleafure in compofing it, was alfo written 
with the greateft facility. While the im- 
nured poet was thus employing the hours 
of his captivity, Boifly d’ Anzlas continued 
inceflantly his applications to the Commit- 
tee of Public Safety. Florian was inform~- 
ed of the many inconveniences and the 
extreme danger which his generous advo- 
cate incurred on his account; and from the 
depth of his dungeon he addrefled to him a 
“Hymn to Friendfhip,”’ as the only telti- 
mony of his gratitude which circumitances 
permitted him to offer. Boifly d’Angls 
was not however the only generous man 
who interefted himfelf in the fate of Flo- 
tian, ‘There was one befides, who difputed 
with Boijy the pleafure of becoming fer- 
V.ceable to their unfortunate friend; and 
that wasthe celebrated Mercier. Uponthe 
arreit of his mafter and friend, to whom he 


had been a:tached by the clofelt bonds of ~ 


intimacy, and the ties of gratitude, during 
# period of twelve years, Mercier inftantly 


fet out for Paris, ands braving every dan-* 


ger, immediately on his arrival rufhed into 
the very bofom of the Committée of Gene- 
ral Safety, and:in the midft of that moft 
powerful body,in an elevated tone of voice, 
demanded the freedom of his benefactor, 
us mafter, and his friend. ** On whole 
account,”* he was afxed, * do you {peak 
- favour of a cesdeyant; of an enemy of 
the public good?” «*Qp my Own account” 
replied Mercier, with that noble dignity

It Florian be aétually guilty, if indeed 
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he fhall be convicted of treafon againft his 
country, inflict on him the mallee he 
merits; but if on the contrary his inao- 
cence can be proved to yon, if inttead of 
his fuppotet crimes, you fhall difcover in 
him only virtues, then at lealt promile me 
to releafe him trom captivity, and to re- 
fore to fociety a peaceful and a virtuous 
citizen,” *¢ Virtuous !’* exclaimed a loud 
rough voice in the midft of a general mur- 
mur of tumult, ‘¢ Impoflible! The man 
who could compoft veries in praife of the 
queen, cannot be otherwife than the ene- 
my of his country, and in every refpegt, 
a dangerous character.” Immediately 
feveral of the members applauded the ener- 
y of their prefident; and the generous 
lercier, ftifling his indignation, p: udently 
retired, with a refolution to exert eve 
effort to fave his friend, or to fail himfelf. 
At length arrived the memorable gth of 
Thermidor in the fecond year of the re- 
public, when the overthrow of Robe- 
{pierre renovated the hopes, and reanimated 
the courage of his victims. Among the 
reft Florian, who had long confidered him- 
felf devoted to death, now admitted a ray 
of hope to cheer the gloom of his prifon, 
Ina fhort time after the death of Robetpierre 
he was permitied to fee his friends, and 
in their embraces he loft all remembrance 
of his fufferings. Boifly d’Anglas feized 
the firft moment of that power which by 
the death of Robefpierre devolved upon 
him, to break the fetters of his friend. In 
proportion as the fenfibility of Florian had 
rendered captivity more painful to him than 
to éthers, it alfo increafed his enjoyment 
of liberty. Few indeed could feel the hap- 
inefs of returning to friends, and of 
Coating a pure, free air, in fucha lively 
manner as Florian felt it, His firft care 
after quitting the prifon, was to wait on 
his dcliverer to exprefs his gratitude ; but 
Boifly was abfent from home, «nd the law 
againit the nobles preventing his longer 
ftay at Paris, he was compelled to retue 
into the country without the gratification 
of declaring to his worthy fiend thole 
fentiments of gratitude, efteem and adini- 
ration, with which his beart was pene- 
trated. The fpot which he chofe tor his 
lace of exile, was the Park de Sceaux ; 
and that delightful leat, which had been 
the theatre of his firlt eajoyments, be- 
came the retreat in wiich he wified to end 
his days.,- Many reafons fangtioned this 
choice. Here he was well knowa and had 
been long efteemed ; and the inhabitant 
of the whole comers regarded him as 
ir father and fricnd.

With difficulty he fuftained fuch a trial of 
his fenfibility : he mi his tears with 
thofe of the affeétionate villagers; and 
pledged to them his promife never more to 
quit their fociety;» but to live and die 
among them. The inhabitants of Sceaux, 
happy in the:prefence ‘of’ their benefator, 
refiumed their former gaiety. The bagpipes 
again fent forth their fwéet founds, and 
the young men, brufhing off the duft from 
their flutes, celebrated in dances with their 
miftrefies the revurn of virtue. It feemed 
as if the golden age had returned again 
among them, when mantind eftimated 
peace and benevolence among the moft pre- 
cious of bleflings, and were ‘ignorant of 
the calamities of war, which have fince 
ravaged the world. Florian inceffuntly

In the ftove defcribed in Mr. Steven- 
fon’s {pecification, there are two pans made 
ike drawers, each capable of containing 
forty pounds of fuch tobacco as is to be 
dried, and a lower one in which may be 
put eighty pounds of fnuff work. When 
the flove is at work, and the tobacco has 
acquired a certain degree of heat, it muf 
be alternately drawn out, ftirred, and put 
in again; the fame mult be done by the 
inuff-work at every interval of about 
twenty minutes. If the ove get too hot, 
there are dampers and fannels to carry off 
‘the fuperabundant heat.' By other con- 
trivances, the fteam may, according to the 
will of the workman, be let out, or. re- 
tained upon the tobaccoor inuff-work.—

Mr. Ropert Woondouss, of Caius 
College, Cambridge, having, in a former 
paper, fhewn the infufficiency, in mathe- 


matical reafoning, of a principle of ana-~ 


logy, by which the properties demon- 
ftrated for one figure were to be trans- 
ferred to another, to which the former 
was fuppofed to bear a refemblance: the 
argument he then ufed was,that theanalogy 
between the two figures was neither ante- 
cedent to calculation, ner independent of 
it, and confeguently could not regulate it; 
that analogy was the cbjeét of inveftiga- 
tion, not the guide; the refult of demon- 
ftration, not its direéting principle. » The 
principal objet of that paper was to 
prove, that operations with imaginary 


“quantities were conduéted after the fame 


Manner as operations with quantities that 
can be arithmetically computed. In the 
progrefs of this curious and important in- 
veltigation, he is fatisfied that demonftra- 
tion in the theory of angular functions, 
is not only mof ealy and direét, by giving 
to quantities their true and natural repre- 
fentation; but, that the introduction of ex- 
preflions and formulas not analytical, into 
analytical inveltigation, has caufed much 
ambiguity and paradox; that it has made 
demonttration prolix, by rendering it défs 
dire&t, and has made it deficient in preci-: 
fion, by diverting the mind from the true 
fource of analytical expreffion. 

In the paper now. betcre us, the author 
propofes to thew, that in all analytical 
invefligations, geometrical formulas are 
foreign and circumlocutory, not eflential- 
Jy neceffary, and therefore ought to be 
excluded ; and that algebra, being an uni- 
verfal language, is competent to expre/s 
the conditions belonging to any fubjeét of 
enquiry, and, if adequate expreffions be 
obtained, then with juch réafonings and 
deduétions may be carried on.

ROYAL INSTITUTION OF GREAT BRI- 
| TAIN. 


Ata meeting held the 6th of April, 
Count RuMFORD informed the Society of 
the progrels that had been made (fince the 
account laid-before it the 25th of May, 
yo1), in the arrangements and the works 
of the houfe. He ftated, that the new 
leture-room had been finifhed, and was 
acknowledged to be one of the moft beau- 
tiful and moft convenient fcientific the- 
atres in Europe; fo favourable to the 
propagation of found, that, though it is 
{vficiently capacious to contain goo per- 
fons, a whifper may be diftinGHy heard 
from one extremity of it to the. other, and 
no echo is ever perceived in it on any oc- 
cafion. It is fo contrived, that day-light 
may be entirely excluded in a moment, by 
lowering the moveable ceiling of the lan- 
tern by which light enters the room from 
above, and allowing it to ‘reft on the cor- 
nice, jull above the level of the flat part of 
the ceiling of the room. The windows 
are all double, which renders the tempe- 
rature of the room equal and pleafant, 
and prevents all noifes from difturbing the 
flence which reigns in the room. In 
winter this theatre is warmed by fteam, 
conveyed in covered-and concealed tubes 
tader the rifing feats of the pit. 
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refources of the Inftitution have been 
found more than adequate to the ex.

ed by turning the crofs bar to which the 
thread was attached, fo that the fufpen- 
fion muft have been fufficiently delicate: 
under thefe circumftances, the oppofite 
poles of two ftrong magnets were applied 
clofe to the jar, and at. the diftance of 
about twice the length of the fulpended 
wire, but the effect was abfolutely imper- 
ceptible: in the morning, indeed, there 
had been an appearance of ofcillations, 
tending to the direftion of the magnets; 
thefe perhaps were derived from fome fu- 
perficial particles of iron which had loft 
their magnetic property, by oxidation, in 
the courfe of the day. There mutt, ac 
any rate, be adcubt, whether the prefence 
of a quantity of iron, too finall to he af- 
certained by chemical tefts, might not have 
beén the caufe of che effects defcribed by

In the 8th Number of the Journals of 
the Royal Inititution, we have a detailed 
account of the comparifon of the French 
definitive metre with an Englifh ftandard. 

A ttandard metre of platina, and. ano- 
ther ftandard of iron, belonging to the 
National Inftitute, were thus compared 
with the Englith foot; each of thele two 
meafures being equal, at the temperature 
of melting ice, to the ten millionth part 
of the quadrant of the meridian. At the 
temperature of 59.5% of Fahrenheit, the 
metre of platina was equal to 39,3775 
Englith inches; and that of iron to 

393798. At the temperature of 55°, 
the platina ftandard was 39,3781, that of 
iron 3953795° 


From thete and yarious other expert- 
ments 
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ments and calculations, the French metre 
or ttandard appears to be equal to 49,3710 
Englifh inches, at 62°, which is the tem- 
perature univerfally employed in the com 
parifon of Britihh ftandards. Allowing 
the accuracy cf the French meafurements 
of the arc of the meridian, the whole cir- 
cumference of the globe will be 2485 5,43 
Englifh miles, and its mean diameter 
7911573. Taking the ellipticity at ot,, 
the axis wi] be nearly 7893,5, the equa- 
torial diameter 7928, and the diameter of 
a fphere of equal iulid content about 7916 
niles, 

As long, therefore, as the Englith 
fiandard continues to be reduced to this 
temperature, we mutt confider the metre as 
equivalent to 39,2710 inches. Upon thele 
authorities, it will be of ufe to give the 
following tables of the principal meafures 
and weights now uled in France, with the 
¢orre&tions which this lat comparifon has 
introduced into it.

The 
decifion of this caufe is of the utmoft 
importance to the literary world. An ac- 
tion was brought by the plaintiff againft 
the defendant, for pirating a work called 
** Carey’s New Itinerary,” &c. in the 
publicatién of a valuable performance 
on the fame fubje&, called ** Kearf- 
ley’s Traveller’s Entertaining Guide 
through Great Britain,’ &c. Lord El- 
ienborough, in the courfe of the evidence, 
made many remarks in favour of the de- 
fendant ; and, at length, finding that every 
freth inftance produced, only ftrengthened 
his opinion, he preffed the plaintiff's 
counfel to bring forward fome more fatis- 
faétory proofs of piracy than they had 
yet done, or a page or part of one literal- 
ly copied, which they attempted, but with 
{till lefs effect, and they relu€tantly agreed 


to abandon their’charge, and fubmit to a. 


nonfuit. His Lordfhip faid, in fubftance, 
that, though piracy ought to be difcoura- 
ged, and copy-right proteéted, he fhould, 
he trufted, never confent to the placing 
of any unneceflary or unreafonable mana- 
cles on literature, That, to confitute a 
piracy, the work fhould be, in fubftance, 
the fame.

A new method of bleaching cottons 
thread and hofiery has been adopted in 
Swabia. The operation is performed in 
two days, and does not require extenfive 
premifes. An alkalizate cauftic ley is 
prepared, by taking two meafures of 
quick-lime, and covering them with tea 
meafures of good afhes; the heap is then 
to be {prinkled with water, and when the 
lime is flaked and the mafs cooled, it is fit 
for making the leys by the addition of 
cold foft water. The fkains of cotton 
being untwifted and tied in parcels, are 
to be immerfed in the ley, in which 
they are to be left fix hours, and to be oc- 
cafionally turned ;. they.are then to be 
wathed in a river, and afterwards boiled 
twelve hours ina bath of the fame ki 
of ley, in which, for every fixty-fix pounds 
ef cotton-thread, fix pounds of foap has 
been diffolved ; they are then to be boiled 
the fame length of time in a folution of 
foap and water only, according to the for+ 
mer proportion; after which, they are 
again to be wafhed in the river, and hung 
up in the air, or laid on the grafs, to dry 
as quickly as poflible. The procefs for 
the hofiery is fimilar. The boiler muf be 

made of copper, and always well cleaned 
after it has been ufed. 

Profeflor H&RMBSTADT;, of Berliny 

has given a detailed Account, in Scherer's 
Journal, of many experiments which he 
has made on different forts of candles, 
both with relation to the economy of bere 
ing, and to the light they afford. From 
thele he infers, that pure white-wax dies 
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dles are, with regard to the time they laft, 
the moft economical; that tallow candles, 
provided the wicks be in proportion to 
the tallow, burn the flower the fmaller 
they are, becaule in larger ones a greater 
quantity of the fubftance is wafted in 
burning; the oxygen cannot aét upon the 


whole flame ; and the encreafed heat dif- 


perfes the combuftible miatter.in vapour, 
without decompofing the air, which would 
rugment the light; thet fpermaceti can- 
dies are fubject to the greateft watte of 
any, and emit more fmoke than tallow 
candles, althovgh their vapour caufes no 
dilagreeable fmell like them. He farther 
obierves, that thofe candles would be the 
brighteft, and afford the moft pleafant 
Jight, which, inftead of a round, were 
made with a broad flat wick, or rather in 
the form of a hollow cylinder, that the air 
might aét upon the flame both internally 
and externally*. 

M. Bacuerie has fent to the Mufeum 
of Bourdeaux a mummy found in one of 
the caverns at the bottom of the Peak of 
Teneriffe. This mummy feems to be of 
a different kind from any hitherto de- 
{cribe, and to have been prepared in a 
different manner. | 
The effe& of Galvanifm in curing deaf- 
nefs has been fully confirmed at Jever, as 
appears by the late Numbers of the Me- 
dical and Phyfical Journal. M. Scuaus, 
apothecary, at Caflel, has cured a perfon 
who had been deaf for eighteen years by 
three weeks ufe of the Voltaic pile. 
Mark FriscueseEn, Profeffor of Philo- 
fophy at Salzburg, has performed a num- 
ber of cures on the biind, lame, and 
deaf, by means of a pile confifting of 
300 plates. 3 

Citizen THiLorieEr, of Paris, has com- 
pofed different procefles, wherein are com- 
pletely burned all kinds of combuttibles, 
by ‘ubftituting the flame placed upfide 
down to the direé flame, and by difpofing 
the focus fo that the combuftion may com- 
mence by the bafe, and the vaporized pro- 
duéts, which ftrive to efcape from the fo- 
cus, may be drawn acrofs the pan; after 
that, no more fmoke, no more fvot, ap- 
pears, but a fimple gazeous emanation, 
the neceflary refult of combuttion, and 
perfeétly incombuftible. Citizen Thilo- 
rier has been employed, at the fame time,

The French journalits 
feem to confider the immortal work of 
Montefquieu, entitled Caujes de la Gran: 
deur des Romaines, et de leur Decadence, 
(of which D’Alembert faid juitly, that je 
might be called the Roman -Hiftory for 
the Ufe of Philofophers and State(men, 
and which thefe authors equally applytothe 
Englith work) as founded uponthe former, 
and that he derived from Walter Moyle 
the principal ideas that in his own treatife 
develope hiftorically and philofophically 
the caufes of the rife and downfall of the 
Roman Empire. That chef d@avre of 
its illuftrious author did not appear till 
1734, whereas the valuable Effay on the 
Government of Rome, as it is-modeltly 
called, was printed at London un 1726, 
that is to fay, eight years before the work 
of Montefquieu. It is further obferved, 
that the author of the Spirit of Laws went 
on his travels into England before he en- 
tered on his publication concerning the 
Romans ; if fo, fay the journalitts, itis 
no mean eulogium for a work to bare 
given in{piration to a genius fo vaft and fo 
profound as that of Montefquiev; and 
this eulogium is merited by the Effay that 
Walter Moyle publifhed at London, 7 
1726.

Citizen Camus gives the hiftory of feveral 
attempts made at different periods, rela. 
tive to this procefs.: The moft ancient 
attempt in this kind is the cafting jn 
moulds plates to print the calendars placed 
at the head of church-books, Lotrin, 
in his Catalogue of the Printers of Paris, 
informs us, that this proce(s was put in 
practice towards the end of the feventeenth 
century, and that thefe fixed places were 
made ule of in the eighteenth century by 
the printer Valleyre. Citizen Firmin 
mot has in his pofleflion a fimilar 
plate, of which Citizen Camus gives a de- 
{cription, and has joined a proof of it to 
his work, that every one may judge for 
himfelf of the effect of this firit attempt 
and of its imperfections, and that people 
may feek for a copy of the book where 
the page it reprefents is employed. The 
date of the impreffion, placed, doubtlefs, 
on the frontifpiece of this book, would 
indicate pofitively one of the years when 
ufe was made of thefe plates. It is ef- 
pecially among the books of * Heures,” 
printed by Valleyre, that we mult expect 
to make this difcovery. It would, indeed, 
be highly interefting to find one of thefe 
books, with the date of the year, which 
might fecure to Frenchmen, in an incon- 
teltible manner, the invention of fterco- 
type melted plates. The affertion of Lot- 
tin, which noone has yet falfified, already 
gives a great prefumption in their favour. 
According to Citizen Camus, a workman 
compofitor, employed by Citizen Bau- 
douin, aflures us, that he was a witne(s of 
the ufe of thefe plates at Valleyre’s, be- 
fore 1735, which tends to ftrengthen the 
“opinion of Citizen Camus; according to 
which, the invention of itereoiypage !s 
due to the French, and not to the Scotch- 
man Ged, who only perfected this proce!s. 
In fast, the attempts of Ged date only 
from 1725, a long time after the en: of the 
feventeenth century ; and his Salluft oniy 
appeared in 1789, many years atter the ule 
of the copper-platesof Valleyre. Citizen 
Camus gives next a hiftory of the attempts 
made by Ged, and he deicribes his Sailuit, 
and one of the catt- plates ufed in printing 
it. Both belong to Citizen Pierres, an 
expert printer, tormerly at Paris, now at 
Verfailles, and known, among other things, 
by the defcription of a new prels sora 
ed in 1786. With the intention he ha 


le(cription of the proce!s of 
ot ee Cale Pierres had collected

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as being practifed there, at that period, 
and which have for obje& operations of 
the kind of thofe which Ged employed, 
and which have been made ufe of in France 
in later times.

the procefles that have been ufed for fte- 
reotypy. He next gives a detailed hifto- 
ry of the attempts made by Citizen Ro- 
CHON, at that time of the Academy of 
Sciences, and of that of the Marine, and 
how of the National Inilitute; and by 
HoFfrMan, the Allacian, on polytypage, 
to which be joins a poof of the eighth 
page of vol. 3, of the Recherches fur les 
Maures, a woik polyt ped by Hoffman, 
and the plates of which have been confided 
for this purpole to Citizen Camus. The

To fay of this print that it is meanly 
conceived, and that the portraits are not 
like, would found very harh. It cers 
tainly ought to have been confidered as a 
national concern ; for foreigners will nae 
turally eftimate the ftate of the arts in this 
country by a print of the Royal Academiz 
cians in their official capacity, dedicated 
to the royal founder and patron of the 
fociety.

The committee of the Tribunate have 
agreed, that the Government fhall be al- 
lowed to fix the duties of cuftoms, from 
time to time, as may feem proper, accord- 
ing to the bill prefented by Roederer. 

The voting upon the ele¢tion of Bona- 
parte, as Contul for life, has been. con- 
cluded. The number of fuffrages is 
imall, and of thofe the greater part are 
given by perfons in employ under govern- 
ment; but notone diflentient name appears 
on the lift, 

A new conftitution has been propofed 
for Switzerland, fuppofed to be agreeable 
to the French government. 


HOLLAND. 


There are accounts of the 13th of 

May trom the Hague, which aflert that 
the French Government had given the 
ftriéteft orders to enforce the prohibition 
of the importation of Englifh goods on the 
left bank of the Rhine, and the fronticrs 
adjoining to the Batavian Republic. 
_ It was propofed by the Council of State, 
and decreed by the Legiflative ‘Body, that 
the inhabitants of the North of Holland, 
who fuffered by the invafion of the Ruf- 
fians and Englith in 1799, fhall receive 
their indemnsfications on or before the 15th 
ot June next; but that no claims alter 
that will be attended to. 


GERMANY. 


The Emperor of Germany has met the 
Diet of Hungary. The principal propo- 
fais fubmitteu to the Diet are, 1. To 
régulare the army of infurre@tion, (a fore 
efmilitia.) 2. The levy of recinirss that 
in future it may he escrved into effect by 
erder of the Kirg alone, and nor by that 
efthe provincial meetings: 3. ‘The efia. 
biitiment of a heavy duty on falt. 4. 
abs Walon of Veimaua io Muogary; and 
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that of the three counties of Liffenttad: 
a 


Oldembourg, and Weflelburg, to Augy; 
the river Raal to ferve ‘as boundary to 
Kingdom. 5: The avementaticn of the 
Revenues of the crown by two millions 
(about 90,0001.) Authentic intelligence 
is however fince received fiom Vienna 
dated May 2th, which ftates’ that th, 
an{wer which the Hungarian Diet has diven 
to the propofals made by his Imperial 
Majelty ftates in fubfance as’ follows: 
**The Diet is perfuaded, that under‘the pre. 
fent circumfances an augmentation of the 
Hungarian Troops is not neceffarys it 
however confents that all the national reoi. 
ments fhall be completed to their full com. 
plement. It decrees an increafe of public 
contributions in proportion of two millions 
of florins ; on the other hand it demands 
the free exportation of all Hungarian pro. 
ductions ; a better organization of the 
national militia, and a change in the {yl- 
tem refpecting money, which has hitherto 
prevailed.” 


EGYPT. 

Intelligence has arrived from Conttanti- 
nopie, dated the sft of May, which fiates 
that Egypt is in confufion, and diforder 
increafes there from day to day; feveral 
parts are in full infurrection.

The proclamation of Peace,May 0, excited 
the mott lively fenfations of joy. The ftreets 
wete crowded at a very early hour by per- 
fons of almoff every rank, impatiently wait- 
ing’tor the proceffion ; and the vaft numbers 
of ftrangers from the country, whom curio- 
fity had attraGted, added much to the buftle 
of thé fcéne. Every window in the Jine of 
‘the proceffion difplayed a groupe cf female 
beauty ; and many ladies took pofieffion of 
their feats by nine o'clock. The hoxfes in 
the ftreets through which the procefiion 
paffed, had the aprearance of pyramids of 
people ; for the moft flight and dangerous 
ere&tions were eagerly contended for, and 
with ‘thefe the front of every houfe was 
completely obfcured. The proclamation in 
1783 was not attended py atenth part of the 
the number. At half paft to, the horfe- 
Ruards arrived at St. James’s, and drew up 
two deep in front of the palace (their faces 
towards the palace), ftretching their. line 
from St, James's ftreet, along Pall Mall, to 
the Union Club Houfe ; in their front the 
beadles, confables, high-conftable, high- 
bailiff, and the civil officers of Weitminiter, 
ailembled in an oppofite line. Ata quarter 
pat x1 the King’s band ftruck up £* God 
Save the King ' ‘Rule Britannia,” é&c. 
were played before St. James’s, The heralds, 
and knight marfhal with his men, in the 
mean time affembled in the ftable-yard of the 
palace, from which they proceeded precifely 
at 12; afd when-they were coming out of 
Cleveland row, the heralds founded their 
trumpets, marching forward till they pafied 
St. James’s. gate, and came oppofite the bal- 
cony window eaft of it, in which were the 
Queen, feveral of the Princeffes, and other 
brauwches of the Royal Family. Here, about 
Ix minutes paf 12, the trumpets having 
founded, Windfor Herald (Francis Townfend, 
efy.) reat, for the firft time, the proclama- 
tion of peace. At the conclufion the trum- 
pets founded ; and the numerous fpedtators 
gave one loud and general huzza. ‘The pro- 
ceflion. then moved forward. The cavalcade 
occupied nearly the entire Jength of Pall 
Muti, and was one of the grandelt {peftacles 
which, as a proéefion, ever was fees. in the 
metropolis. When it arrived at Charing 
Crofs, the trumpets founded three times, and 
a .enaal cry of ¢* Silence” obtained. In 
confeguence, this. was, perhaps, the only 
piace where the’ reading of the procl.mation 
was heard. —Jutt as the proceflion arrived at 
Temple Bar, it beipa one o’ciock, the Park

Biand Burges, 
as Knight Marfhal, drefied in his mantle and 
collar, mounted on.a beautiful cream-coloured 
charger, led by two mea, went up to the 
gate 5 and the trumpeters having given three 
diftinét foun’s of the trumpet, the Knight 
Marfhal knocked thrice with his ftaff on the 
gate, which was opened ; and he paffed 
through, and delivered inp the h3nds of the , 
Lord Mayor a paper with the fign manual, 
demanding, on the part of his Majefty, ad- 
miflion into the city, to make proclamation 
of the peace.

Mr. David Kinnebrook, jun. fon of are.

David, the 
fon, who was naturally ferious and thought. 
ful difcovered an early attachment to the 
mathematics ; by his unwearied attention, 
under the inftruétions of his father, he ina 
few years attained an enviable degree of 
knowledge in the{e fciences, infomuch, that 
in 1789, when about feventeen years of age, 
he commenced a correfpondence with the 
editors of the Ladics Diary, and in 1792 ob- 
tained the prize for an elegant folution to a 
difficult quettion,propofed by Lieut, W. Mudge, 
of the R oyal Artillery; and in 1793 he propo- 
fed the prize quettion, His mathematical 
knowledge now began to introduce him to 
the notice of feveral gentlemen, paticularly 
tothe Rev. S. Vince, by whofe recommenda 
tiun, in June 1794, he was appointed affiftant 
to the Royal Obfervatory at Greenwich, 
which he was obliged to leave, owing toill- 
health, in Feb. 1796.

to adorn the literature and advance the 
philofopty of the age.” Among his fe!low- 
{tudents, “were young men deftined ‘to rival 
the eminence of their iafters. Favoured 
with ‘thofe’ mfpiring and clearly informing 
inftructions which none cet vive But men of 
genitts ; and roufed to ardent ftudy hy the 
emulation of minds not interior to his own : 
Fordyce foon made at College a proficiency 
in-clafsical and philofopbical ftudies, from 
which his future fuccefs in whatever he 
fhould chufe for his profefsional purfuits might 
have been confidently foretold. From Pavia, 
Bologna, and Pifa, from Paris, from Montpel- 
lier, from Leyden, the academical culture of 
the medical fciences found its way, at length, 
into Scotland. The church was poor. The 
bar was overftocked with ‘candidates for its 
honours and emoluments. Althonch there 
was in Scotland no example of a phyfician 
getting twenty guineas a-day by his profef- 
fion, as did Radcliffe in London, from the 
year 1687 to the year 1714; vet, Sivhald, 
Piteairng, Monro, Sir John Pringle, then 
at his higheft profefsional eminence, and 


fome other Scotfmen then in Enéland, - 


had cultivated medi¢ine with fuccefs, m 
confequence of which it was natutaliy 
viewed at the Scottifh Univeritiss ag 
opening the faireft {cope to the ingenu- 
ous ambition of any young man whofe 
genius was too bold for the narrow pre- 
judices of Prefbyterian theology, or for 
the plodding inelegant learning of the 
fchools of law, and who defired to make 
the culture of liberal and ufefal fcience 
fubfervient to his advancement in life. 
Fordyce, following the unpulfe of bis own 
genius and the example of a near and eini- 
nent relation, chofe, in thefe circumftances, 
to devote himfelf to the medical profefsion. 
He purfued his medical ftudies, with due 
zeal and diligence at Aberdeen. and: Edin- 
burgh. About the wra of our prefent 
King’s accefsion to the throne, Mr. Fordyce 
had finithed his ftudies, and was preparing 


‘to enter the world as a practitioner, witty the 


ufual academical recommendations to publie 
confidence.’ He came in the year 1782, to 
produce his kill and talents to public én- 
couragement on the wide and inviting field of 
Londen. In London, a ‘man may. almoft 
infallibly fucceed in any honourable pro- 
fefsion; if he pofsefs in it greet fkil{, ute 
wearied diligence, patience to: await chear- 
fully the fow approaches of encouragement, 
vigilance to watch and f{eizeutsifhghteft fa- 
vours, humility to difdain no-honelt gain of 
which he is in want, as too vmean or fusail, 
ambition at the fame .time fuffictently bold 
and lofty to afpire to ali thatiis in honour er 
emolument the greateft, modefty to withhotd 
him fron offending the pride, the prejudices, 
the jealoufies of thofe with whom he may 
have to contend and converfe in his protet- 
fional career,, yet foch love of fame as to 


fuffer none of his merits of any fort to ais

of notice, good health withal, and an inex- 
tinguifhable ambition of excellence ftill 
higher than what he has attained, and this 
even independently of regard tu the extrin- 
fic advantages which may be connected with 
it. Only this rare aflemblage of qualities, 
exifting in complete and harmonious union, 
can abfolutely en:ure fuccefs. It becomes 
doubtfnl, if but one of them be wanting. 
In general, the prefence of the more effen- 
tial ones miffes not of due refpect and re- 
wards. Sometimes, a {plendid, but tran- 
fient, fuccefs fhall crown the more fuperfi- 
cial end trivial ones. For young men, it is 
but too common to court notice only by an 
unreal fembiance, efpecially in the. medical 
profefsion, of thofe qualities and accom- 
plithments which they ought actually to pof- 
tefs. But, Dr. Fordyce evinced, trom his 
very firft appearance in London, the manli- 
tefs of lis character, by purfuing a different 
courfe, by afpiring to genuine profefsional 
excellence, and by taking a method the inoft 
unequivocal, motfenfive, and unfufpicious, 
ta make his {kill and talents extenfively and 
ufefully known. This he did, by under- 
taking, foon after his profefsional fettlement 
in Lendon, the duties of a lecturer on 
medical fcience. London containing fuch a 
number of phyficians, furgeons, and apothe- 
caries, fo many pubiic hofpitals, fo many 
voung perfons in a train of education for 
the protefsional practice of medicine, had 
hitherto remamed without other advantages 
as a medical fchool, than thofe to be 
tound in the anatomical deinonftrations of 
fuch men as Lawrence, Nicholls, and Hun- 
ter—in the obfervation of the hofpital-prac- 
tice—-in the convenience of private diffec- 
tions—in apprenticefhips with apothecaries 
sad furgeons—and im the tranfient converfe 
of men who had rifen to commanding emi- 
nence in the different branches of the pro- 
fefsion. It was in imitation of the mede of 
ivftruction followed at Leyden and Edin- 
bargh, that Dr. Fordyce undertook to read 
niedieal lectures in this metropolis. Such an 
attempt, fo novel, and in the hands of a 
young man, ashe then was, without name, 
could not pofsibly have turned out well, if 
the greateft diligence and ability had not 
been difplayed in its execution. But, it was 
his fortune to fucceed in the enterprize ; 
and. thus to become, as he afterwards de- 
lishted to reflect, in fome fort the founder of 
a {London School of Medicine. Cheimiltry, 
materia medica, and the practice of phyfic, 
were the fubjects of his lectures; which 
thas comprehended every part ef know- 
ledce except anatomy, furgery, and botany, 
that falls exprefsly within the circle of me- 
dical fcience. His lectures were repeated 
thrice in the year, in courfes begining 
fuccefsively on the firft Monday of Febri- 
ary, on the firit Monday of June, on 
the firit Monday of November.

The range of his privé 


practice was continually enlarge 


tained, ia due time, the honour of 


fociated asa Eellow of the Roy@ 
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Phyficians ; he was alfo admitted a Fellow of 
the Royal Society, to which he had the me- 
rit of communicating various papers of great 
invenuity, which have been printed in the 
yolames of its Tranfactions. He began, in 
time, to be looked up to by moft of his bte- 
thren in the fame profefsion, as one whofe 
agifiance any of them might well prefer, in 
confultation upon cafes of extraordinary d.ti- 
culty, and whofe opinion was to be always 
heard with deference. His reputation, both 
as a phydician and a chemiit, contributed to 
recommend him to a contract with Govern- 
ment for the fupply of the acid-preparation 
of cabbage, known by the name ot Sour-krout, 
forthe ule of the Royal Navy. The falutary 
eects of this preparation, as a preventive of 
feurvy, have been fufficiently atcertained by 
the ufe of feamen in long voyages; and we 
have reafon to believe that Dr. Fordyce ful- 
filled his contract in a mannes equally bene- 
fcial to the naval fervice of his country, and 
advantageous to his own private fortune. 
Among the other honourable tafks to whic! 
his reipectability as a teacher and practi- 
toner in medicine naturally recomimended 
him, was that of the appomitment, one vear, 
to read the Gulftonian Lecture, at the The- 
atre ot the Royal College of Physicians. He 
chofe for this lecture a fubject which he had, 
more than thirty years before, illuftrated in 
his thefis when a candidate for the degree of 
doctor of medicine in the Univerfity of Edin- 
hargh. This fubject was the Digettion of 
Pood, ftill one of the moit obicure, and cer- 
tainly one of the moft interefting, ia the 
whole hi:tory of the animal economy. In 
hrs lecture, he ingenioufly explained the 
liructure of the organs of digeftion; confi- 
cered the nature of the various fabftances 
Cowverted by thefe into nourithment; then 
evinced, with what feems to be the full force 
OF Cenoattcation, that, im digeftion, all the 
lubftances taken inte the ftomach as tood, 
and capable of becoming fuch, are-reioived

tail, the fub{tance of the doctrines which he 
had taught in his lectures on this fubjcet, 
and of which he had been able to give on!y 
a briet abftract in his Elements of the Prac- 
tice of Phyfic. As a chemift, he was defir- 
ous to render his knowledge, in the utmoit 
degree, fubfervieut to the improvement 
of the ufeful arts. Ile publihed, with 
this view, a fmall work, under the ti- 
tle of “ Elements of Vegetation,” which, 
within a few years, defervedly pafsed throngh 
many editions. In that work, be bas firit 
explained thofe chemical terms and defui- 
tions, which are necefsary to be kuown in the 
application of chemittry ta agriculture: ‘he 
has next enumerated all the different chemi- 
cal fubitences found ia foils, or necefsary to 
vegetation, and has elucidated their proper. 
ties: he has farther explained the botanical 
firacture of plauts: and he has, in the cove 
cluiou of his Efsay, given rules for afce 
taining, by eafy experiment, the ingredients, 
and by confequence the relative fertility of 
auy toil. A very ufeful and eafily intelli- 
gible Appendix is fubjoined, tor the benefit of 
tue practical farmer. This treatfe, with thofe 
of Mr. Kirwaa, and of the Earl of Dando 
nald, are the moft valuable abftracts which 
have been hitherto publithed of the cheiuif- 
try of agriculture. From the time when Dr. 
Fordyce’s ability and medical prudence be- 
came fully known, till lis health began to 
decline, his practice, as a phytician, was very 
extennve. He wasotail men the mott punce- 
tual to his appointments tor confultition 5 
modeit in deliveriag his opinions; aad, on 
account cf the uncertainty of fcience, always 
dilpofed to prefer caution to rath empiricifin. 
He was happy in his domeftic connection 5 
and yet did not pafs throug! life without the 
experivuce of fome fevere faimily misfortunes. 
Vis ouly fon perithed in early youth, by 4 ta- 
mountable accident: his wite, an annuable 
woman, never recovered from the ilnets and 
diitreis brought upon her by the premature 
death of her child.

LEICESTERSHIRE. 

A correfpondent of the Leicefter Journal 
laments the negleed ftate of the Library in 
that town, and recommends to the governors 
of the free fchool, to examine it and reftore it 
tu its ancient and original purpofe. This li- 
brary, commonly cailed the Town-library, 
contains, it is well known, a aumber of very 
{carce and valuable books ; it was begun to 
be erected in the year 1632, at the fole ex- 
pence of the corporation, was completed in 
1633, and gave free accefsto any cue. Col- 
le€tions of books and money were made both 
in the town and county, to furnih it, and ac. 
cording to a catalogue taken in 3775, the 
hooks amounted to 1000 volumes. The laft 
donation made to it was by the Rev. |. Har- 
ryman, rector of Peckleton, (about 60 years 
ago) who gave, hy his will, upwards of 40 
volumes. Inthe year 1676, Mr. Jacob Baut- 
humley, at that time librarian, publifhed a 
book, dedicated tothe mayor and aldermea 
of the Borough, which has the following paf- 
faze; ** Your Worthips’ pious devotion to 
religion and learning is apparent to all men 
who love either.” It likewife appears that 
formerly young gentlemen educated at the 
free-{choo!, were accuftomed to examine and 
perufe the books in this library."? ‘This cor- 
refoondent further obferves (and reprehends 
the circumftance as not very creditable to the 
-taite and literary attainments of the prefent 
day, that about g years ago, a number of gene 
tlemen, part of the company of the Mayor's 
feat, dined in the library, when fome hun- 
dreds of the books were unchained, removed 
from their places, and a3 a proof of inattention

Thefe ta- 
blets, however, are not complete, as they 
want the final part. His library had beea 
purchated by the Duke of Weimar, in con- 
fideration of a moderate annual penfion, of 
which he did not fpend above a third.

An Order of Council has been ifsued, continuing to the ift January, 1803, the prohibition 
to export bulls, cows, oxen, calves, theep,; lambs, fwine, beef, pork, mutton, veal, lamb, 
orany bacon, batter, onions, or puNe of any fort; alfo, an order to continue to the fame 
period the permi‘sion to import, duty free, all forts of puife, live cattle, treth and fale

The Act of Parliament pafsed in 1766, to prohibit the importation of foreign wrought 
fuks and velvets, which had been continued by feveral fubfequent acts, to the 14th June, ia 
the prefent year, has been further continued ; it certainly could not be permitted to expire 
without injury to the filk manufactory of this country, which is {till in many refpects inferior 
tothat of France. 

The Deputation of the Committee of Wirfied Manufacturers having reprefented to Ga- 
verament the hardthips and. embarrafsments that would arife to. the trade if the intended 
abolition of the drawback on foap took place, have received an afsurance that Goverument 
will continue the dyawback, if the Manufacturers can pot out any means of preventing the 
frauds on the revenue which it has enabled the unprincipled to practic.

The average of wheat is 67s. rod. and of oats 19s. 94. Potatoes, 
beans, are alfo, in moft diftri&ts, promifing. 

The want of rain during the laft month, and the extraordinary feverity of the frofts j 
the commencement of it, have, however, been very prejudicial to rhe hay-crogs in ae 
parts of the ifland ; in many places, even among the beft hay-diftri€ts, there is but a yer 
indifferent appearance of a crop ; and where the grafs has been cut, it is {aid to turn ee 
very light.—Hay in St. ames’s Market averages 5). 

Pafture-lands have, in moft of the dry gravelly foils, been greatly hurt by the want of 
rain, though the late fhowers have refrefhed them much.
